The  Calendar  and  Index  contained  in  tho  present 
volume  have  run  out  to  the  full  number  of  pages  deemed 
desirable  to  bo  included  in  each  of  our  publications ; a 
brief  note  of  the  general  character  of  the  contents  is  all, 
therefore,  that  on  this  occasion  we  propose  to  give  by  way 
of  preface. 

This  volume  fairly  launches  us  into  that  period  in  the 
reign  of  Charles  I.  to  which  may  be  applied  a phrase 
lately  grown  into  common  use — the  beginning  of  tho 
end. 

At  tho  commencement  of  1638,  the  ship-money  writs, 
sent  out  for  tho  fourth  time  in  annual  succession,  again 
replenished  the  royal  finances,  hut  not  to  the  same  amount 
as  in  former  years,  although  the  machinery  by  which  tho 
tax  was  collected,  and  by  which  the  government  was 
enabled  to  watch  the  progress  of  the  receipt,  had  attained 
its  perfect  working  order. 

In  its  own  naturo  that  machinery  was  equally  simple 
and  effective.  Within  the  limits  of  his  jurisdiction  tho 
sheriff  was  made  personally  responsible  for  the  collection. 
His  instructions  from  tho  Council,  which  ho  was  taught 
to  consider  as  a perfectly  legal  and  authoritative  warrant, 
were  essentially  comprised  in  two  words, — demand,  and 
(in  case  of  nonpayment)  distrain. 

Scarcely  more  complex  was  the  process  by  which  the 
government  was  enabled  to  estimate  the  diligence  of  the 
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sheriffs  and  their  good  will  to  this  important  service. 
Edward  Nicholas,  “ always,”  as  Lord  Clarendon  remarks 
(Hist.  Rehcll.,  ed.  1843,  p.  371),  “ versed  in  business,”  and 
then  one  of  the  clerks  of  the  council,  was  appointed  to 
correspond  -with  the  sheriffs,  and  specially  to  watch  their 
payments.  Every  Saturday,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Navy, 
to  whom  the  sheriffs  remitted  their  money,  made  up  his 
books,  and  sent  to  Nicholas  a written  account  of  all  sums 
received  by  him  under  the  current  writs,  and  of  the 
amount  which  remained  unpaid  from  every  county. 
Nicholas  added  a note  of  moneys  reported  to  liim  by  the 
sheriffs  as  collected  but  not  then  paid  in,  with  a state- 
ment of  the  total  amount  received  for  that  year,  as  com- 
pared with  the  similar  sum  brought  in  at  the  corresponding 
period  of  the  preceding  year. 

These  accounts  were  all  directed  to  be  submitted  by 
Nicholas,  week  by  week,  to  the  personal  cognisance  of  the 
sovereign  at  the  customary  meeting  of  the  council  held 
every  Sunday — a direction  wliieh  was  punctually  obeyed. 
The  whole  facts  thus  appeared  at  a glance.  If  any  sheriff 
was  found  to  be  fainthearted  or  remiss,  to  be  influenced  by 
excuses  for  delay  urged  by  persons  assessed,  or  by  the  fear 
of  legal  proceedings,  in  case  of  distress,  widely  felt  by  the 
bailiffs, — if  he  did  not  duly  render  his  accounts,  or  find 
means  quickly  to  remit  the  money  he  had  collected,  often- 
times no  easy  task  in  the  remote  parts  of  the  country — 
Nicholas  was  ordered  to  call  him  to  account  under  the 
direct  authority  of  the  sovereign,  and  even  under  the 
imputation  of  disloyalty.  He  was  referred  to  the  simple 
wording  of  his  instructions.  He  was  ordered  to  pay  in  his 
amount  by  a certain  day,  or  in  default  was  directed  to 
make  his  personal  appearance  before  the  Council.  In 
important  cases  he  was  even  summoned  to  appear  More 
the  King  himself,  to  give  account  of  his  stewardship. 
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The  present  volume,  like  several  of  its  predecessors,  con- 
tains a continuation  of  tire  scries  of  accounts  rendered  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Navy,  and  also  of  the  correspondence 
between  Nicholas  and  the  sheriffs.  In  the  latter  we  have 
the  clearest  disclosure  of  the  real  feeling  of  the  country. 
In  spite  of  the  stringency  of  the  system  under  which 
the  money  was  collected,  in  spite  of  the  exertions  of 
an  experienced  official  like  Nicholas,  and  in  most  cases 
also  of  the  sheriffs  themselves,  who  were  anxious  to  get 
through  their  unwonted  and  disagreeable  task,  the  total 
sum  received  up  to  August  1038  fell  short  by  thirty 
thousand  pounds  of  the  corresponding  amount  of  the 
preceding  year  (one  sixth  of  the  whole  amount).  The 
collection  was  also  accompanied  by  greater  excitement 
among  the  people,  by  increased  unwillingness  to  make  the 
payment,  and  by  more  general  dissatisfaction  with  the  levy 
than  had  ever  prevailed  before. 

Much  of  this  disquiet,  no  doubt,  arose  out  of  the  long 
discussion  and  ultimate  decision  of  the  suit  against 
Hampden.  Our  volume  does  not  contain  a great  deal 
that  is  directly  connected  with  that  subject.  It  was  a 
case  which  official  people  not  engaged  in  it  were  probably 
not  very  willing  openly  to  notice.  Such  copies  of  the 
arguments  of  the  counsel  and  judges  as  have  been  found, 
with  several  copies  of  an  abridgement  of  the  speech  of 
the  Attorney-General  in  support  of  the  tax,  probably 
prepared  for  the  information  of  the  friends  of  the  govern- 
ment, have  been  thrown  together  into  a volume  by  them- 
selves, which  is  numbered  CCCXCIV.,  and  its  contents 
are  mentioned  at  p.  540. 

The  ultimate  decision,  given  against  the  popular  wish 
and  feeling,  was  far  from  quieting  the  general  dissatisfac- 
tion. Laws  enacted  for  the  security  of  freedom  were 
believed  to  have  been  strained  by  the  judges  to  the  support 
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of  absolutism,  anil  far  greater  regard  was  paid  by  the 
people  to  the  arguments  of  the  judges  who  were  adverse 
to  the  Crown  tliau  to  those  of  Lord  Cliief  Justice  Finch 
and  his  more  pliant  brethren,  who  were  looked  upon  as 
mere  creatures  of  the  Court.  Persons  assessed  who  had 
been  previously  unwilling  to  submit  to  the  tax  still  con- 
tinued to  evade  its  payment.  There  was  a popular  persua- 
sion that,  the  judges  having  been  divided  in  opinion,  there 
would  be  some  rehearing  or  appeal ; and  rumours  wero 
circulated  that,  under  the  circumstances,  the  King  was  un- 
willing that  the  payment  should  be  enforced  by  distress  or 
imprisonment.  Officially  the  question  was  of  course  con- 
sidered settled.  Itoyal  independence  had  been  established 
by  the  judgment  of  the  law.  All  the  powers  of  the  realm 
were  now  entirely  at  the  command  of  the  govern- 
ment. The  Archbishop  reigned  supreme  over  the  Church, 
and  enforced  his  opinions  upon  opposers  through  willing 
agents  and  powerful  tribunals,  who  acted  with  a severity 
which  it  is  to  be  feared  was  congenial  to  the  Archbishop’s 
nature.  The  King  by  his  success  against  Hampden  was 
rendered  in  all  ordinary  circumstances  independent  of 
parliament.  Nino  years  had  elapsed  since  the  last  of 
those  bodies  was  dissolved ; it  seemed  as  if  the  King 
might  now  reign  for  a long  life  without  fear  of  having  to 
meet  any  such  troublesome  assembly  again.  Such  were  the 
thoughts  of  those  who  looked  only  at  the  surface  of  affairs. 
There  were  others  amongst  those  at  the  head  of  affairs,  and 
even  the  Archbishop  himself,  who,  at  the  very  height  and 
in  all  the  pride  of  their  success,  could  discern  tokens  of 
coming  trouble.  It  approached  probably  sooner  than  any 
of  them  expected,  and  in  a way  wliich  was  not  anticipated. 

It  was  remarked  in  the  Preface  to  our  last  volume,  as  a 
somewhat  disappointing  fact,  that  it  contained  but  one 
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paper  which  related  to  the  Scottish  difficulty.  The  cause 
appears  in  the  volume  now  published.  The  King  was  not 
accustomed  to  take  counsel  upon  Scottish  affairs  with  his 
general  council,  which  was  a body  essentially  English,  hut 
only  with  one  or  two  chosen  persons,  with  whom  he  was 
closeted  whenever  tidings  arrived  from  Edinburgh.  These 
two  persons  are  stated  to  have  been  Archbishop  Laud  and 
the  Marquess  of  Hamilton.  During  the  absence  of  the 
latter  in  Scotland  as  the  King’s  commissioner  sent  to  treat 
with  the  Covenanters,  the  Archbishop  alone  was  the  King’s 
Scottish  counsellor.  Every  stop  that  was  taken  under  this 
management  was  in  the  direction  of  increased  trouble.  In 
all  England  there  were  probably  few  persons  less  capable 
of  understanding  the  character  of  the  people  of  Scotland, 
or  the  strength  of  the  feeling  which  had  been  roused  in 
that  country,  tlian  Archbishop  Laud.  As  an  opposition  to 
what  he  esteemed  to  be  a good  and  pious  work  he  could 
only  attribute  tho  fervour  and  enthusiasm  which  pervaded 
all  classes  of  tho  Scottish  people  to  the  influence  of  the 
father  of  evil,  and,  in  conformity  with  his  policy  of 
“ thorough,”  was  of  opinion  that  if  some  of  those  who 
had  raised  what  he  termed  tho  “ ill-favoured  tumult  ” in 
St.  Giles’s  Church  on  tho  23rd  July  1G37  had  been  at  once 
punished  after  the  manner  of  Leighton  or  Prynnc,  the 
hostile  feeling  of  the  nation  would  have  been  borne  down 
and  overcome.  The  King  ought  to  have  understood  tho 
perfemidum  ingenium  of  his  fellow-countrymen  more 
accurately.  But  Charles  was  as  blind  as  the  Archbishop, 
although  from  other  causes.  His  personal  preference  for 
the  English  form  of  religious  service,  and  his  ever  present 
consciousness  of  his  own  royal  dignity,  rendered  him  unwil- 
ling to  abandon  his  designs  until — such  was  the  violence  of 
the  storm  that  he  had  raised — there  was  nothing  left  for 
him  to  abandon. 


xii  PREFACE. 

The  business  proceeded  rapidly  from  bad  to  worse.  The 
Scottish  warlike  preparations  excited  apprehension  of  an 
invasion  of  England,  and  tho  seizure  of  some  of  the  nor- 
thern keys  of  the  kingdom — Carlisle,  Berwick,  or  even 
Newcastle.  Measures  of  defence  became  imperative. 
The  King  found  it  necessary  to  call  a larger  committee 
to  his  aid,  and  probably  undor  their  advice  ultimately 
took  the  whole  council  into  his  confidence.  On  Sunday 
the  1st  July,  as  wc  learn  from  Garrard  (Strafford  Corresp. 
II.,  181),  “ his  Majesty  being  in  council  told  the  Lords 
“ that  they  could  not  be  ignorant  of  the  troubles  in 
“ Scotland ; some  wild  heads  have  been  the  causers  of  it, 
“ yet  he  would  not  proceed  in  rigour  with  them,  but 
“ show  them  mercy,  if  they  went  no  farther ; he  said  he 
“ had  given  order  to  provide  arms  and  munition  to  fortify 
“ three  towns  upon  the  borders,  and  was  resolved  to  send 
“ my  Lord  Marshal  to  see  it  done.”  Erom  this  time  our 
Calendar  contains  many  valuable  papers  upon  this  subject, 
and  especially  with  reference  to  warlike  preparations.  The 
guns  were  ordered  to  be  withdrawn  from  Landguard  Eort, 
from  Harwich,  and  from  some  of  the  castles  in  the  Downs, 
to  be  applied  to  the  fortification  of  the  northern  towns. 
Hull  was  selected  as  a place  of  deposit  for  warlike  stores. 
Colonel  William  Leggc,  Sir  Jacob  Astley  and  Sir  Thomas 
Morton  were  sent  into  the  North  to  inspect  fortifications 
and  hold  musters  of  the  trained  bands,  wliilst  in  London 
preparations  were  making  ready  for  an  intended  levy 
of  men.  Never  was  a country  less  prepared  for  war 
than  England  at  that  time.  A few  words  of  Sir  John 
Heydon,  Lieutenant-General  of  the  Ordnance,  by  way  of 
apology  for  his  inability  to  make  out  certain  returns 
desired  by  the  Earl  of  Newport,  the  Master-General,  will 
show  the  state  of  one  important  department  of  the  public 
service.  “ The  Surveyor  is  sick,  the  Clerk  of  the  Ordnance 
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“ restrained  of  his  liberty,  and  one  of  his  clerks  absent, 
“ the  Clerk  of  the  Deliveries  is  out  ef  town  and  his  clerk 
“ absent,  the  Master-gunner  dead,  the  Yeoman  of  the 
“ Ordnance  never  presont,  nor  any  of  the  gunners  attend- 
“ ant.”  (Vol.  CCCXCYII.,  No.  37.) 

Such  a state  of  things  did  not  long  continue.  Alarm 
produced  official  exertion,  and  on  every  hand  something 
was  going  on  proportioned  to  the  presumed  necessity  and 
the  means  at  command. 

The  roads  between  England  and  Scotland  were  stopped, 
and  letters  were  intercepted  ; the  latter  measure  principally 
with  a view  to  discover  the  correspondence  believed  to  be 
carrying  on  between  the  disaffected  in  England  and  the 
Scottish  Covenanters.  The  intercepted  letters  in  our 
calendar,  although  they  do  not  throw  much  light  on  that 
particular  point,  concur  with  others  in  giving  reason  to 
believe  that  the  importance  of  the  movements  in  Scotland, 
as  bearing  upon  the  condition  of  England,  was  thorouglily 
well  understood  on  both  sides  of  the  Tweed,  and  that  the 
presumed  difficulty  which  the  King  would  experience  in 
raising  an  army  in  England  to  fight  against  the  Scots  was 
strongly  felt  by  that  people  as  an  encouragement  to  per- 
severance in  their  revolt. 

The  navy  also  was  called  into  sendee  against  the  Cove- 
nanters. Its  position  at  this  time  was  somewhat  peculiar. 
The  King  liad  for  several  years  entertained  the  idea  of 
making  his  second  son,  the  Duke  of  York,  Lord  High  Ad- 
miral. Child  as  ho  yet  was— not  quite  five  years  old — his 
Majesty  determined  early  in  1G38  to  take  measures  for 
carrying  out  this  intention.  In  April  of  that  year  the 
existing  commission  to  the  Bishop  of  London  and  others  as 
Lords  of  the  Admiralty  was  put  an  end  to,  and  the  young 
Duke  of  Yoi-k  received  his  appointment  for  life ; but  in  con- 
sideration of  his  tender  years  another  grant  of  the  execu- 
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tion  of  tlio  office  was  at  the  same  time  made  to  the  Earl  of 
Northumberland,  to  'be  held  by  him  during  his  Majesty’s 
pleasure.  Thus  there  were  in  fact  two  High  Admirals ; 
the  Earl  of  Northumberland  being  the  acting  functionary 
under  letters  patent,*  but  the  Duke  of  York  the  nominal 
holder  of  the  office  under  a warrant  actually  executed  but 
reserved  in  the  council  chest,  t until  after  the  lapse  of 
years  the  young  Duke  should  be  able  to  perform  his  duties. 
At  the  time  of  these  appointments  the  ship-money  fleet 
was  lying  in  the  Downs  under  tlio  command  of  Sir  John 
Pennington,  the  Earl  of  Northumberland  being  expected 
on  board  to  take  the  command.  Unfortunately  he  was 
almost  immediately  afterwards  seized  with  fever.  For 
many  weeks  his  lifo  was  in  great  danger,  which  was  in- 
creased by  a partial  recovery  and  relapse.  It  was  not 
until  the  middle  of  August  that  the  Earl’s  health  was 
re-established. | The  whole  summer  slipt  away  with  the 
great  fleet  in  total  inaction.  The  despatch  of  a couple  of 
ships  to  the  westward  upon  an  alarm  that  the  Turks  were 
in  tho  Channel ; the  convoy  of  two  ships  laden  with  gun- 
powder into  Dunkirk,  passing  through  the  Dutch  fleet 
lying  off  that  town;§  and  finally  the  sending  two  ships  to

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the  North  to  intercept  supplies  of  arms  and  ammunition 
which  the  Scots  were  procuring:  from  Rotterdam  and 
Bremen — these  were  the  achievements  of  the  fleet  during 
the  summer  of  1638. 

Another  point  on  which  there  is  considerable  information 
in  our  pages  is  the  rising  in  the  Fens  near  Ely  against 
the  Earl  of  Bedford’s  drainage  of  the  Great  Level.  The 
disturbance  was  at  one  time  serious  enough  to  give  fear  of 
genoral  revolt  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  rude  district. 
Wc  here  learn  what  measures  wore  taken  on  the  part  of 
the  Justices  of  Peace,  and  what  relief  was  given  to  the 
complainants  by  a body  of  Commissioners  of  whom 
Attorney-General  Bankes  was  one. 

Most  of  the  other  current  events  of  this  period  receive 
more  or  less  illustration  in  our  pages ; and  indeed  it  may 
be  said  of  this  as  of  all  our  previous  volumes  that  there 
are  few  branches  of  inquiry,  historical,  local,  biographical, 
genealogical,  or  what  not,  but  aro  hel])ed  on  by  the 
information  contained  in  these  Calendars.  The  Index  is 
designed  to  give  the  inquirer  the  greatest  possible  amount 
of  assistance,  and  the  Calendar  itself  is  endeavoured  to  be 
so  compiled  that  whilst  avoiding  redundancy,  especially  in 
our  notices  of  formal  documents,  it  should  furnish  the 
searcher  with  such  information,  and  such  amount  of  it, 
as  would  be  most  useful  to  him,  without  extending  our 
notices  to  an  unreasonable  length.  In  some  cases  of 
peculiar  importance  or  interest  it  will  be  seen  that  wc  have 
printed  documents  or  a part  of  them  entire  in  small  type. 

Mr.  "William  Douglas  Hamilton  and  Mr.  Alfred  Lowson 
still  continue  to  render  their  assistance  in  this  long  and 
laborious  work.

Ten  days  after,  I met  with  one  that  goes 
by  the  name  of  Cnpt.  Nepper  [Napier],  a Scottish  man,  in  Cray’s  Inn. 
After  salutation,  asked  one  another  what  news.  Ho  told  me  that 
it  was  not  well  done  the  King  should  press  the  government  of  the 
Church  of  England  to  Scotland,  with  other  discourse  intending  to 
that  effect,  which  I did  not  heed  nor  desire  to  hear.

I have 
again  offered  them  to  levy  troops  and  join  with  them  ; if  they  refuse, 
it  is  a certain  sign  that  they  will  content  themselves  with  an  uncer- 
tain pence.  The  Landgrave  of  Darmstadt  is  content  to  abandon  all 
his  pretensions  for  the  damages  he  has  received  during  the  war,  but 
with  these  conditions : 1.

There  is  no  time  lost  yet,  if  they  do  not  play  the  fools  or  the  traitors 
in  accepting  a peace  for  their  own  private  ends;  and  to  go  to  an 
army  where  you  are  not  sure  of  the  officers’  good  intentions,  without 
a competent  strength,  had  been  a hazard  to  no  purpose.  You  shall 
see  I will  shun  none  where  I may  get  honour,  for  rather  than  be 
idle  this  next  year  I will  pawn  everything  I have  to  my  shirt.

I wish  nothing  more  than  to  have  you  sent 
to  Hamburgh  ; I should  think  your  being  there  ambassador  would 
be  as  advantageous  for  my  cause  as  a little  army  ; especially  since 
the  Duke  of  Lunenburg  has  fallen  out  with  Gotha,  and  I know  that 
Duke  William  of  Weimar  would  be  glad  of  any  op|>ortunity  to 
return  to  the  good  party.  I pray  let  the  archbishop  know  this,  by 
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which  he  may  see  hew  necessary  it  were  the  King  should  send  a 
well  nffectioned  man  ambassador  to  Hamburgh.

Parkinson  and  others,  having  become  very  poor  men  through  the 
Bishop  of  Lincoln’s  molesting  them  with  a suit  in  the  Star  Chamber, 
because  they  would  not  forswear  themselves  against  his  Majesty, 
his  Majesty  promised  them  100/.  out  of  the  bishop's  fine.  Thomas 
Lund,  Cadwalader  Powell,  and  George  Walker,  three  others  that 
were  fined  together  with  the  bishop,  have  since  done  very  good 
service  to  his  Majesty  in  revealing  several  foul  misdemeanours  com- 
mitted by  the  bishop,  and  discovering  the  conveyances  of  his  estate, 
and  are  to  do  further  service  therein,  it  is  suggested  that  his  Majesty 
should  remit  to  Lund,  Powell,  and  Walker  their  fines,  they  paying 
Parkinson  and  others  the  100/.

He  was  charged  that  there  having  been  in  his  house, 
or  that  of  William  Stafford,  of  Blatherwick,  at  Christmas  time,  a 
lord  of  misrule,  he  and  others  had  appointed  that  the  lord  of  mis- 
rule must  have  for  a lady  or  Christmas  wife,  one  Elizabeth  Pitto, 
daughter  ot  the  hog-heard  of  the  town  ; whereupon,  defendant  put- 
ting on  a gown,  and  a shirt  or  smock  for  a surplice,  read  the  words 
set  down  in  the  form  of  marriage  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
putting  a ring  upon  the  finger  of  the  woman,  and  going  through  the 
rest  of  the  ceremony,  and  afterwards,  at  night,  putting  the  parties 
into  a bed  together.  Defendant  was  also  charged  with  being  a 
swearer  and  drunkard.

78.  Statement  of  Henry  Page,  Vicar  of  Ledbury,  co.  Hereford,  in 
reply  to  articles  against  him,  before  the  same  Commissioners.

Amongst  other  things,  with  speaking  “unreverently” 
in  the  pulpit,  using  these  words,  viz.,  “the  drunken  knave  priest with 
never  reading  the  Book  of  Liberty  ; with  speaking  very  unreverently 
and  rudely  against  the  reverend  bishops  ; with  preaching  for  divers 
Sundays  together  “ in  the  pew  and  in  the  pulpit  four  sermons  in  a 
day  with  baptising  his  own  child  without  the  sign  of  the  cross ;

church  in  his  anger  calling  the  writer  of  the  present  paper  “ mutch- 
a-vile  with  allowing  strangers,  after  evening  sermon  on  Sunday, 
to  resort  to  his  house,  so  as  we  can  see  he  does  but  “ hover  with  all 
the  ceremonies  and  many  other  similar  offences.

95.  Petition  of  John  Bui,  prisoner  in  Old  Bridewell,  to  Archbishop 
Laud.  Has  been  committed  by  your  Commissioners  a year,  where 
he  has  endured  many  months’  labour  of  beating  hemp,  to  the 
afflicting  of  his  weak  body,  and  the  being  companion  of  all  manner 
of  rogues,  to  the  vexation  of  his  soul.  Prays  to  appear  before  you  to 
answer  for  himself.  If  he  be  a false  prophet,  it  is  your  duty  to  deal 
with  him  as  the  word  of  God  requires.  It  is  his  only  desire  to  be 
brought  to  trial.

96.  Petition  of  Francis  Whitaker,  yeoinan  of  the  guard,  to 
the  same.

Having  in  like  manner  deceived 
many  others,  Rotherford  still  skulks  in  obscure  corners  about  London, 
under  the  pretended  name  of  Dr.  Rutherford,  and  is  defamed  to  be  a 
cheating  and  cozening  companion,  and  of  so  lewd  and  incontinent  a 
life  as  is  not  fit  to  be  sj>ecified.  Prays  a sequestration  to  be  awarded 
for  recovery  of  the  debt  out  of  Rotberford’s  rectory,  [f  p.] 

97.  Petition  of  Thomas  Ridges,  of  Newport  Pagnel,  plumber, 
to  the  same.  Bishop  Williams  of  Lincoln  granted  petitioner 
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letters  of  commendation  to  all  parsons  in  the  archdeaconries  of 
Huntingdon,  Leicester,  Buckingham,  and  Bedford,  that  petitioner 
might  bo  employed  in  repairing  the  roofs  of  the  churches.  By 
suspension  of  the  bishop  the  letters  commendatory  are  not  of  any 
effect.  Petitioner,  having  provided  lead  ami  other  materials,  prays 
the  archbishop  to  grant  him  similar  letters  of  commendation.

99.  Petition  of  the  parishioners  of  Allhallows  Barking,  near  the 
Tower  of  London,  to  the  same.  Of  late  years  our  parish  church  has 
been  repaired,  and  the  communion  table  as  before  placed  and  railed 
about  according  to  the  laws  and  customs  of  the  Church  of  England. 
Now  there  is  a new  font  erected,  over  which  certain  carved  images 
and  a cross  are  placed,  and  also  our  communion  table  is  removed  out 
of  its  ancient  accustomed  place,  and  certain  images  placed  over  the 
mil  which  stands  about  the  table,  all  which,  as  wc  conceive,  tends 
much  to  the  dishonour  of  God  and  is  very  offensive  to  us  parishioners 
and  also  perilous.  We  have  desired  our  doctor  to  give  way,  that  the 
images  might  be  taken  down,  yet  he  refuses  so  to  do.  Petitioners 
pray  the  archbishop  to  command  that  the  images  may  be  taken 
down,  and  the  communion  table  be  restored  to  its  place.  [1  p.~\ 

100.  Petition  of  Gabriel  More,  prebendaiy  of  St.  Peter’s,  West- 
minster, to  the  Commissioners  for  that  collegiate  church.  By  our 
local  statutes  every  prebend  has  his  peculiar  stall,  according  to 
which  he  is  to  have  his  precedence,  which  is  denied  to  petitioner. 
By  the  same  statute,  all  materials  for  repair  of  prebendaries  houses 
arc  to  be  allowed  by  the  college,  which  is  likewise  denied  to  peti- 
tioner. Prays  to  be  righted  in  the  premises.  [J  p.] 

101.  Petition  of  Christopher  Withins  of  ElthAm  to  Sir  John 
Lambe.  Petitioner's  wife  having  preferred  articles  in  the  Higli 
Commission,  pretending  cruelty  and  adultery  committed  by  him, 
gained  an  order  for  receiving  the  use  of  200/.  for  maintenance  of 
herself  and  two  children,  and  also  that  she  should  have  half  her 
household  goods.

Petitioner 
was  censured  in  the  Court  of  High  Commission,  the  cause  being 
prosecuted  ex  officio,  and  costs  and  charges  taxed  at  80/.  Upon 
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repair  to  Archbishop  Laud,  lie  conceived  the  costs  to  be 
exceedingly  over-taxed,  and  ordered  the  same  to  lie  moderated,  the 
crime  of  petitioner  not  being  great.  Prays  Sir  John  to  shew  him 
what  lawful  favour  he  can.

103.  Petition  of  John  Warren,  shoemaker,  of  Olney,  to  Sir  John 
Lambe.  Is  brought  up  to  London  by  attachment  for  absenting  him- 
Belf  from  his  parish  church,  for  which  he  is  heartily  sorry.  Purposes 
a full  reformation  and  careful  obedience  to  the  canons  of  the  church. 
His  offence  being  out  of  ignorance,  and  no  faction,  and  himself  very 
poor,  he  prays  stay  of  proceedings,  and  to  appoint  him  to  attend  Sir 
John  in  the  country.  [J  p.] 


104.  Petition  of  John  Downame,  parson,  the  churchwarden,  and 
others,  of  Allhnllows-the-Great,  in  London,  to  the  same,  concerning 
the  suit  of  Rcvell  against  Bryan  aud  his  wife.  It  is  three  years 
since  Bryan’s  wife  was  first  presented,  which  suit  has  cost  the 
parish  above  201.  The  offences  are  so  odious,  so  apparent,  nnd 
against  the  church  door,  that  it  has  brought  much  scandal  to  the 
parish.  If  Bryan  and  his  wife  commute,  pray  that  the  poor  in  their 
parish  may  be  remembered,  and  that  an  end  may  be  giveu  to  the 
suit  this  term.  Signed  by  the  parson,  churchwardens,  and  nine 
others.

105.  Petition  of  James  Chadwick,  clerk,  rector  of  Stanley  Regis, 
co.  Gloucester,  to  the  same.  A sequestration  of  the  rectory  of 
Stanley  Regis  was  referred  to  the  Commissioners  at  Informations  by 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  Petitioner  has  served  the  cure  there 
three  quarters  of  a year,  and  during  that  time  has  paid  tenths,  ship- 
moneys,  procurations,  and  synodals,  also  eight  groats  monthly  to  the 
poor,  and  has  not  received  any  of  the  profits  by  reason  of  a pretended 
lease,  there  being  due  to  him  40/.  at  least.

29.  Advertisement  of  the  damage  which  will  redound  to  the 
commerce  of  England  by  the  employment  of  ships  sailing  under 
privileges  conferred  by  the  King  of  Poland,  and  trading  between 
Spain,  England,  Dunkirk,  and  all  the  Northern  Parts.  These  ships, 
called  Polanders,  last  year  received  wools,  hides,  indigo,  &c.  at  two- 
third  parts  the  freight  of  our  English  ships.  It  is  suggested  that 
these  ships  should  l>e  prevented  landing  goods  in  England,  except 
they  pay  whole  composition,  and  should  not  enter  our  ports  to 
deliver  part  and  then  carry  away  the  rest ; also  that  they  should 
be  debarred  convoy  to  Dunkirk.  [8}  pp.] 

Memorial  of  the  Levant  Company,  setting  forth  the  reasons  for 
their  levying  about  2 per  cent,  in  Turkey  on  all  their  own  goods 
exported  and  imported  ; as  also  2 per  cent,  on  all  strangers’  goods 
laden  in  English  ships  The  question  to  which  this  paper  specially 
applied  was  whether  the  latter  duty,  called  strangers’  consulage, 
was  levied  for  the  general  benefit  of  the  company,  or  specially  for 
that  of  the  English  ambassador.

Urges  him  to 
favour  the  election  of  Edward  Misselden,  as  deputy  at  Rotterdam 
for  the  company  of  Merchant  Adventurers.  His  Majesty  has  declared 
himself  very  fair  for  him  to  the  company.  Misselden  has  a business 
there  to  perfect  for  his  Majesty,  and  the  business  of  the  company  in 
that  place  is  in  such  state  thut  they  have  almost  lost  their  privileges 
and  trade,  and  have  been  constrained  to  apply  to  Misselden  for  his 
help.  The  persons  suggested  in  opposition  to  Misselden  are  all  new 
men,  but  the  company  is  in  a storm  which  will  not  admit  of  a 
novice  at  the  helm.

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him  by  Lord  Goring  and  the  other  Commissioners  for  Tobacco,  not 
to  sell  any  more  tobacco  without  licence,  and  on  payment  of  fees  to 
bo  discharged.

34.  [Sir  Sackville  Crow?]  to  the  King.  Remembrances  con- 
cerning trade  with  Turkey.  In  April  the  Turkey  merchants  made 
complaint  that  the  Grand  Signior,  by  imprisoning  the  King’s  sub- 
jects, by  levying  money  on  their  goods,  by  seizing  their  weapons  of 
defence,  and  even  by  taking  away  the  arms  of  the  ambassador,  had 
violated  the  articles  of  peace,  so  that  they  durst  not  trade  any 
further.  After  various  proceedings  between  the  merchants  and  the 
Council,  the  merchants  had  ultimately  ordered  two  ships  for  Aleppo, 
richly  laden  to  the  valuo  of  260,0001.,  which  had  fallen  down  to 
Woolwich  ready  for  the  next  fair  wind.  Submits  these  things  to 
his  Majesty  for  farther  direction,  and  especially  as  to  whether,  if 
these  ships  be  permitted  to  sail  without  expostulation,  it  will  not 
argue  to  these  infidels  an  insensibility  in  the  King  to  the  high  points 
of  honour  connected  with  the  outrages  complained  of,  and  an 
“ inanimosity  ” towards  his  subjects  good.  [1  j />.] 

35.  Petition  of  merchants  of  London  trading  to  Spain  and  Por- 
tugal to  the  same.  Have  by  former  petitions  set  forth  the  losses 
they  undergo  by  Turkish  pirates,  and  the  many  injuries  done  to 
their  factors  beyond  seas,  contrary  to  the  articles  of  peace,  for  which 
nobody  on  your  Majesty’s  behalf  claims  remedy,  nor  petitioners 
cannot,  for  want  of  unity  and  government.  Pray  that  the  charter 
prepared  by  the  Attorney-General,  and  debated  at  the  Council 
Board  the  20th  June  1636,  may  be  despatched,  that  petitioners  may 
be  united,  and  enabled  to  speak  in  defence  of  their  general  causes, 
like  a nation,  and  like  your  Majesty's  subjects.  [$  />.] 

36.  Petition  of  Governor  and  Company  of  Merchants  trading  to 
the  Levant  to  the  same.  About  two  years  since  your  Majesty 
made  choice  of  Sir  Sackville  Crow  to  be  Leiger  Ambassador  to  the 
Grand  Signior,  and  petitioners  advanced  him  a good  sum  of  money 
for  his  setting  forth,  and  provided  presents,  but  for  reasons  allowed 
by  your  Majesty  he  did  not  proceed,  and  thereupon  order  was  sent 
to  Sir  Peter  Wyche  to  continue  there  till  further  order.  About 
two  months  since  petitioners  entertained  two  great  ships  to  go  with 
cloth  to  Constantinople,  whereof  they  gave  notice  to  Sir  Sackville 
Crow,  who  pretended  that  he  would  be  ready  to  take  passage.  Pray 
that  he  may  declare  his  resolution  touching  his  going,  [f  p.] 

37.  Objections  against  the  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Market.  Articles 
which  set  forth  a variety  of  abuses  to  which  the  office  was  liable ; 
amongst  them,  that  the  deputies  yearly  sent  out  their  warrants 
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commanding  the  attendance  of  all  persona  using  any  kind  of 
measures,  met-yards,  or  weights.  Some  few  had  their  measures  and 
weights  marked,  but  the  most  part  paid  2d.  or  4<L,  and  wore  dis- 
missed.

His 
Majesty,  on  the  petition  of  the.  citizens  of  London,  having  authorized 
the  said  commissioners  to  take  care  of  the  complaints  of  his  natural- 
bom  subjects,  and  of  the  means  to  reform  abuses  tending  to  then- 
prejudice,  petitioners  pray  them  to  take  knowledge  of  the  many 
differences  between  petitioners  and  the  Dutch  bay  and  say  makers 
dwelling  m the  same  place,  and  of  the  prejudice  petitioners  sulfer 
by  the  over-much  liberty  of  the  Dutch,  and  to  give  directions 
therein.  [}  />.] 

40.  Petition  of  the  same  to  the  Rame.  Set  forth  in  thirteen 
articles  the  regulations  which  they  desire  to  have  made  for  the 
government  of  the  trade  carried  on  by  the  Dutch  bay  and  say 
makers,  referred  to  in  the  preceding  petition,  [f  j>.] 

41.  Order  made  by  the  Commissioners  for  the  business  of  the 
strangers  upon  a petition  of  the  wardens  and  commonalty  of  the 
English  bay  and  say-  makers  of  Colchester,  complaining  of  the 
Dutch  bayr  and  say  makers  of  the  same  town.  The  disputes  between 
these  rival  manufacturers  turned  upon  a variety  of  minute  points  in 
the  practice  of  their  several  trades.

For  20  years  he 
has  been  the  sole  English  merchant  who  has  traded  to  Ragusa, 
where  he  has  vented  cloth  and  kersies,  to  the  relief  of  many  thousands 
of  poor  people  in  England.  In  November  1G3C  the  Ragusans,  rrot 
buying  his  cloth  and  kersies  as  formerly,  his  servants  despatched  in 
the  custom-house  of  Ragusa  certain  bales  of  kersies,  to  be  transported 
to  Belgrade  and  other  places  in  Hungary.  Whereupon  the  state  of 
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Ragusa  imposed  a variety  of  penalties  upon  petitioner  and  liis 
servants,  which  have  driven  him  from  that  trade,  and  disenabled  him 
to  take  cloth  and  keraies  ns  formerly,  and  yet  would  do  if  he  might 
be  relieved  in  the  premises,  [if  j>.] 

43.  Suggestions  of  measures  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  false 
making  of  nil  sorts  of  merchandise,  which  in  this  land  is  unspeak- 
able, and  brings  a confusion  in  trading,  ruin  to  merchants,  and  great 
loss  to  the  King's  customs.  The  paper  principally  applies  to  woollen 
manufactures,  and  enforces  the  necessity  of  inspection  and  a seal.

45.  Abstract  of  affidavits  made  touching  John  Hardwick,  William 
Howlct,  Thomas  Howlet,  William  Garret,  Ambrose  Brookes,  Edward 
Moore,  Timothy  Langley,  William  Hester,  and  John  Coldham,  re- 
fractory soapmakers,  who  had  opposed  the  officers  in  searching  their 
houses.

46.  Petition  of  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  others  of  the  Soapmakers 
of  Bristol,  now  prisoners  in  the  Fleet,  to  the  Council.  Petitioners  have 
been  called  before  the  Lords  concerning  payment  of  moneys  demanded 
by  the  commissioners  for  arrears  for  making  soap  in  Bristol.  Having 
shown  how  much  they  have  been  disenabled  for  payment  thereof, 
and  standing  committed  to  the  Fleet,  they  pray  time  for  {layment 
of  what  sum  the  Lords  think  fit,  and  that  they  may  be  discharged.

Beseeches  the  person  addressed  to  bear  Gare  himself,  what  was  the 
pretended  cause  of  his  binding.  The  true  reason  was  stated  in  the 
writer’s  last  letter.  He  will  tell  you  that  Sir  Richard  thrice 
questioned  him  what  he  had  to  do  with  Sir  Miles  Burkitt,  and 
when  Gore  would  make  no  other  answer  than  that  he  was  not 
bound  to  tell  his  worship,  he  replied  that  he  might  as  well  tell  him 
in  plain  terms  that  he  would  not  tell  him.  This  Sir  Richard  Samuel 
is  a man  so  veiiemous  against  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction,  that  when  a 
brief  for  collection  comes  he  demands  whether  an  apparitor  brought 
it,  and  if  it  eamo  from  ecclesiastical  power  his  answer  is  eo  nomine

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78.  Petition  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Privy  Chamber  in  Ordinary 
to  the  King.  Whereas  it  has  pleased  your  Majesty  to  appoint  com- 
missioners for  ordering  your  royal  house  according  to  the  most 
ancient  government  thereof,  and  seeing  that  of  all  places  that  of  the 
gentlemen  of  the  Privy  Chamber  is  most  changed,  we  offer  to  your 
consideration  seven  particulars  in  which  it  is  presumed  that  there 
require  various  alterations.  They  principally  relate  to  the  privacy 
of  the  Privy  Chamber,  the  establishment  of  the  precedency  of  the 
petitioners,  allotting  them  places  in  chapel,  permitting  them  to  pass 
and  repass  with  his  Majesty  on  certain  public  occasions,  assigniug 
them  lodging  in  the  palace,  and  other  similar  privileges.  [1  p.] 

79.  The  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Company  of  Mercers,  of 
London,  to  the  same.  We  have  called  a oourt  of  our  company,  to 
whom  we  imparted  your  letter  of  the  24th  December  [1637  f],  com- 
manding that  John  Jenimat,  clerk,  receive  no  further  salary  for 
preaching  at  Berwick.  The  court  in  compliance  ordered  that  a 
course  should  he  taken  for  cessation  of  the  said  salary.  A lease 
having  been  passed  to  Jemmnt  of  tithes  in  Northumberland,  some 
time  will  be  requisite  for  avoiding  theieof,  for  which  a legal  course 
will  be  requisite,  which  is  ordered  by  the  company,  who  yet  have 
deferred  to  make  any  new  election  until  Jemmat  lie  fully  outed  by 
avoidance  of  his  lease,  [j  p.] 

80.  Petition  of  the  Merchants  of  Norwich  and  others  trading  in 
Norwich  stuffs  to  the  Council.  There  has  long  been  a constant 
trade  betwixt  London  and  Norwich  in  sundry  sorts  of  stuffs  and 
stockings  made  in  Norwich  and  Norfolk,  which  trade  has  always 
been  maintained  by  the  merchants  of  Norwich  employing  their  stocks 
in  buying  the  wares  of  the  makers  and  sending  them  up  weekly  in 
carts  by  common  carriers  to  London,  whence  they  are  dispersed  into 
all  parts  of  this  kingdom,  and  also  exported  to  foreign  parts ; in 
which  intercourse  of  trade  we  always  bad  our  letters  safely  and 
speedily  carried  by  our  common  carrier,  by  a horseman,  not  in  manner 
of  postage  by  change  of  horses,  but  as  is  usual  by  common  carriers, 
and  for  little  or  no  charge  to  us.  Of  late  Mr.  Withcrings  has  inter- 
cepted our  letters  and  molested  our  carriers,  forbidding  them  to  carry 
any  of  our  letters  otherwise  than  to  go  along  with  their  carts  and 
no  faster.  Petitioners  explain  how  the  sending  their  letters  by  thiB 
new  way  of  postage  will  be  very  detrimental  to  their  trade,  which 
is  further  elucidated  in  certain  reasons  annexed.  Pray  that  they 
may  enjoy  their  ancient  course  of  conveying  letters  by  their  common 
carriers,  [f  p.]  A nnexed, 

80.  I.  The  reasons  above  alluded  to,  ten  in  number,  and  entitled, 

“ Things  considerable  on  the  behalf  of  the  merchants  in 
Norwich,  London,  and  elsewhere,  concerning  the  weekly 
carriage  of  letters."  [Ip.] 

81.  Petition  of  the  same  to  the  same.  Petitioners  on  Sunday  last 
attended  the  Board,  and  there  tendered  the  preceding  petition,  which 
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by  reason  of  other  weighty  occasions  could  not  then  be  read  ; yet  our 
complaint  being  then  offered  to  the  Board,  hiB  Majesty  being  present, 
it  was  ordered  that  our  common  carriers  should  carry  our  letters  as 
formerly,  so  it  were  by  one  horse  and  not  in  manner  of  postage  by 
taking  fresh  horses,  anil  we  conceived  the  same  would  have  been 
entered  accordingly  ; but  finding  it  altogether  contrary  we  pray  the 
Lords  to  intercede  with  his  Majesty  that  the  order  may  be  entered  as 
pronounced.  [$  p.] 

82.  Petition  of  Thomas  Witherings  to  the  Council.  About  three 
weeks  since  the  posts  of  Norwich  and  Yarmouth  petitioned  to  be 
released,  which  was  granted  with  proviso  that  they  should  attend 
after  the  holidays,  and  in  the  meantime  be  conformable  to  the  grant  of 
the  letter  office  by  bond,  which  bond  Grover,  of  Ipswich,  has  already 
forfeited.  On  the  hearing,  Mr.  Hieron,  counsel  for  the  posts,  cast  an 
aspersion  upon  |>etitinner  that  he  should  say  they  ought  not  to  be 
heard  by  your  Lordships,  which  petitioner  denies,  and  doubts  not  to 
clear  himself  of  everything  else  that  shall  be  objected  to  him.  As 
the  posts  continue  to  carry  letters  contrary  to  petitioner’s  grant,  he 
prays  the  Lords  to  consider  the  great  chargo  he  has  been  at  in 
settling  the  conveyance  of  letters  through  England,  Scotland,  Ireland, 
and  other  parts  beyond  seas,  and  not  to  suffer  the  posts  to  continue 
carrying  letters.  [$  p.] 

83.  Petition  of  Jason  Grover  to  the  same.  Petitioner  about  two 
months  ago,  riding  on  one  of  his  pack-horses  with  his  pack,  was 
arrested  by  the  procurement  of  Mr.  Witherings,  postmaster  of 
England  for  foreign  parts.  Petitioner  remained  in  the  messenger's 
custody  16  days  before  he  came  to  this  Board,  when  it  was  ordered 
that  he  should  attend  to  be  heard  the  first  week  in  Hilary  term,  and 
in  the  meantime  petitioner  was  permitted  to  follow  his  vocation. 
But  on  the  1 1 th  inst.  there  come  a messenger  and  summoned  peti- 
tioner to  attend  on  W ednesday  then  next,  all  which  he  has  punctually 
observed,  yet  Mr.  Witherings  threatens  that  he  will  not  leave 
petitioner  worth  a groat.  [}  />.] 

84.  Petition  of  the  Bailiffs,  Aldermen,  Burgesses,  aud  Commonalty 
of  Great  Yarmouth,  to  the  same.  His  Majesty  by  warrant  of  the  1 2th 
instant,  in  contradiction  to  a former  warrant  of  the  3rd  inst.,  signified 
his  pleasure  that  the  salt  at  Yarmouth  should  be  delivered  to  peti- 
tioners at  50s.  per  wey,  but  that  petitioners  for  the  matter  of  freight 
aud  waste  should  submit  to  such  an  allowance  as  his  Majesty  should 
award,  upon  which  uncertainties  the  fishery  dare  not  adventure, 
since  they  have  offered  21s.  per  wey  for  freight  and  waste,  which 
they  can  prove  to  be  a very  large  allowanco  from  Newcastle  to  Yar- 
mouth. In  regard  the  English  contractors  have  not  brought  in  any 
salt  at  all,  and  the  Scottish  refuse  to  deliver  according  to  the  order 
of  Council  of  the  27th  November,  and  his  Majesty  has  commanded 
that  petitioners  make  no  provision  of  salt  elsewhere,  although  they 
might  be  furnished  with  as  much  French  salt  for  6 1.  as  the  patentees 
wifi  not  sell  uuder  141.,  the  poor  fishery  are  in  so  great  straight  that 
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without  your  favour  they  will  be  utterly  undone.  Pray  the  Lords 
to  settle  the  allowance  for  freight  and  waste,  or  else  to  permit  the 
fishermen  to  go  to  sea  and  furnish  themselves  with  salt  where  they 
best  can.  [|  jp.] 

85.  Remonstrance  of  the  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Merchant 
Adventurers  of  England  to  the  Council,  showing  for  what  causes 
narrow-list  coloured  cloths,  commonly  called  Spanish  cloths,  made 
in  the  west  country,  ought  to  be  shipped  from  the  port  of  London 
only.

86.  Answer  and  petition  of  the  Merchants  of  Exeter  to  the  allega-

87.  Petition  of  Thomas  Samford  and  16  others,  makers  of  Spanish 
cloth,  of  Tiverton,  Cullompton,  Kensbere  [Kentisbeare],  Broadhem- 
bury,  Plymtree,  Uffculme,  and  other  parts  of  Devon,  to  Bishop  Hall,  of 
Exeter,  and  the  Justices  of  Peace  of  the  same  county.  Set  forth  the 
question  in  dispute  between  petitioners  and  the  cloth  merchants  of 
London,  and  pray  the  persons  addressed  to  be  a means  by  letters  to 
the  Council  for  prevention  of  the  engrossing  project  of  the  London 
merchants.  [Signed  and  sealed  by  the  petitioners.  Ip.] 

88.  Bishop  Hall,  of  Exeter,  with  Sir  Edward  Seymour,  Sir  George 
Chudleigh,  and  10  others,  Justices  of  Peace  of  co.  Devon,  to  the  Coun- 
cil. On  behalf  of  the  preceding  petitioners,  and  deprecating  on  grounds 
fully  stated  any  interference  with  the  free  trade  which  the  western 
clothiers  have  so  long  enjoyed.  [1  p.] 

89.  Petition  of  Frances  Jason  nnd  her  two  daughters,  the  unhappy 
mother  of  Robert  Jason,  now  prisoner  in  the  Fleet,  to  the  same. 
Petitioner’s  unnatural  son,  in  pursuit  of  his  former  intention,  resolves 
to  remain  in  prison  rather  than  relieve  petitioner  and  his  sisters  with 
their  dues,  having  taken  rooms  in  the  Old  Bailey,  and  there  settlod 
his  family,  and  petitioner  and  her  daughters  heavily  suffering  through 
want.  Prays  relief,  [ 1 p.] 

90.  Duplicate  of  the  same.  [4  p.] 

91.  Petition  of  Richard  Mostin  to  the  same.  Petitioner  being 
possessed  of  a tenement  in  Cororion,  co.  Carnarvon,  worth  201.  per 
annum,  for  a term  of  years  determinable  on  the  lives  of  himBelf  and 
his  wife,  who  is  still  living,  executed  a mortgage  for  30/.  to  William 
Griffith,  which  mortgage  was  assigned  to  Humfrey  Jones,  who  after- 
wards advanced  50/.  more.  It  ultimately  turned  out  that  the  money 
advanced  by  Jones  was  really  that  of  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  and  the 
land  was  thereupon  tuken  under  an  extent  for  the  bishop's  fine.

Lady  Eleanor  Davies,  from  about  Midsummer  1636  till  near  Michael- 
mas following,  lodged  at  the  Angel  nt  Lichfield,  and  the  said  Marie 
Noble,  with  Susan  Walker,  wife  of  John  Walker,  clerk,  resorted  to  the 
said  lady  daily,  and  had  continual  private  conference  with  her,  and  took 
her  to  the  cathedral,  at  first  unto  a seat  in  the  quire  where  gentlewomen 
use  to  kneel  and  sit,  and  afterwards  to  a seat  adjoining  the  bishop’s 
throne,  appointed  for  the  wives  of  the  bishop,  dean,  and  canons,  and 
although  forewarned  and  a lock  set  thereupon,  yet  the  said  Marie 
kept  the  said  seat  for  herself,  and  called  it  her  own.  At  another 
time  Mrs.  Noble  going  into  a seat  appointed  for  the  canons’  wives, 
and  meeting  Margaret,  Twisden,  now  Mrs.  Pelsant,  at  the  entrance 
into  the  seat,  she  took  her  by  the  shoulders,  and  pulled  her  back  again, 
and  threw  her  about,  and  quarrelled  and  brawled  there  to  the  disturb- 
ance of  the  congregation.  Lady  Davies  removed  from  the  Angel  to  the 
house  of  John  Walker  in  the  Cathedral  Close,  and  there  wrote  her  book 
called  “ The  Appeal  to  the  Throne,”  and  sent  the  same  to  the  Bishop  of 
Lichfield,  and  afterwards  went  into  the  bishop's  throne  and  sat 
there,  and  said  she  was  primate  and  metropolitan.  She  also  with  a 
pot  of  water,  tor,  and  other  filthy  things,  most  profanely  defiled  the 
hangings  at  the  altar  of  the  cathedral,  and  said  she  had  sprinkled  holy 
water  upon  them  against  their  next  communion ; nnd  that  Mrs.  Noble 
and  Mis.  Walker  countenanced  the  same,  and  said  thnt  Lady  Davies 
would  better  justify  that  filthy  act  than  those  that  caused  the 
hangings  to  be  put  up.  Mrs  Walker  being  required  to  put  away 
Lady  Davies  out  of  her  house,  promised  to  do  so,  but  did  not ; and 
being  asked  by  Lady  Weston,  wife  of  Sir  Simon  Weston,  wherefore 
Lady  Davies  would  so  wrong  herself,  replied  that  Lady  Davies  had 
but  done  her  conscience,  and  that  what  she  had  done  she  would  better 
justify  than  them  that  had  set  up  the  candlesticks  and  hangings,  and 
said  she  would  Mr.  Latham  was  as  well  able  to  justify  what  he  had 
done  there  as  Lady  Davies.

Petition  of  tho  Sub-dean  and  Prebendaries  of  the  King's  col- 
legiate church  of  St.  Peter,  Westminster,  to  the  King.  Petitioners, 
as  well  for  keeping  the  scholars  of  the  free  school  founded  in  the 
said  church  by  his  Majesty  from  straying  into  the  town  in  the  night 
season,  as  for  the  safety  of  themselves  and  other  inhabitants  within 
the  close,  as  also  for  preventing  disorders  formerly  committed,  have 
ordered  their  porter  to  lock  the  gates  of  tho  close  by  ten  o’clock, 
according  to  the  ancient  statute  and  laudable  custom  of  all  cathedral 
and  collegiate  churches.

1.  Edward  Bishop,  late  Bailiff  of  Wenlock,  to  the  Council.  In 
answer  to  the  Lords’  letter  of  21st  January  last  (see  Vol.  ccchanix..

He  was  very 
desirous  to  have  waited  on  the  archbishop  and  have  given  him  au 
account  of  a business  that  happened  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
on  the  Thursday  then  last,  but  the  Queen's  Council,  the  ceremonies  of 
Gray’s  Inn,  which  lasted  till  night,  and  illness  had  prevented  him. 
There  was  a motion  made  by  counsel  for  the  last  Lord  Wotton’s  Lady, 
for  a prohibition  to  stay  proceedings  in  the  High  Commission  Court 
against  one  that  is  incumbent  of  Pawlsbury  [Pnulerspury],  or  some 
such  name  in  Nortliamptonshire.  That  which  was  alleged  to  induce 
the  court  to  grant  it  was  this.  A former  incumbent  was  convicted 
of  simony,  and  so  his  institution  and  induction  by  law  void,  where- 
upon this  present  incumbent  was  instituted  and  inducted,  against 
whom  articles  are  exhibited  in  the  High  Commission  to  question  and 
avoid  his  incumbency,  as  was  alleged,  merely  as  a superinstitution,  and 
that  they  were  denied  a copy  of  the  articles.  So  they  made  the 
ground  of  their  motion  double,  one  for  denying  the  copy  of  the 
articles,  the  other  for  endeavouring  to  make  the  institution  of  the 
former  incumbent  good,  which  by  the  statute  is  made  void.  I

high  nnd  eminent  nature,  and  it  behoved  us  to  be  very  wary  of 
granting  prohibitions  to  stop  that  court,  and  it  might  well  be  the 
former  incumbent  was  justly  deprived,  and  this  one  deserves  the  same 
censure  too.  The  court  would  not  grant  any  prohibition  nor  make 
any  order  for  stay  of  proceedings  upon  the  merit  of  the  cause,  for 
that  none,  as  I remember,  was  there  to  answer  the  motion.

The  true  cause  of  their  wants  (if  any  such 
be)  is  the  last  frost,  and  after  the  breaking  up  of  the  frost,  a flood  of 
waters ; during  the  former  no  one  could  malt,  and  during  the  latter 
the  barges  could  neither  go  nor  come.  There  is  no  fear  but  that 
after  the  fall  of  the  waters  their  wants  will  be  supplied.  As  for  the 
importation  of  foreign  barley,  the  commissioners  conceive  that,  not- 
withstanding the  restraint,  the  merchant  will  seek  his  profit,  and 
they  state  that  of  late  two  merchants  that  brought  in  1,000  quarters 
of  barley  desired  leave  to  malt  it  and  compounded  for  doing  so,  as 
the  maltsters  should  have  done,  whereupon  the  commissioners  con- 
clude that  that  part  of  the  complaint  is  as  ill  grounded  as  the 
former.

The  answer  is,  that 
this  kind  of  arguing  passes  not  for  good  in  foro  poli,  before  the  God  of 
Heaven,  nor  in  foro  juris  gentium,  before  the  godB  of  the  earth, 
sovereign  princes  and  states ; for  there  a sentence  is  not  made  just 
by  the  rules  of  the  civil  law,  nor  by  domestic  practice  ; reality  of 
truth  only,  not  fictions  of  law,  have  approbation.  This  kind  of 
nnswer  was  not  held  satisfactory  when  the  French  gave  sentence  for 
them  that  took  the  Pearl,  nor  when  they  of  Dunkirk  and  Brussels 
gave  sentence  in  allowance  of  the  tobacco,  which  they  made  prize 
against  the  English.  A judgment  not  supported  with  reasons  that 
may  give  satisfaction  to  another  state  is  so  far  from  justifying  the 
wrong,  as  it  adds  a further  couturaely  and  scorn.  By  the  law  of 
nations,  if  the  spoil  cannot  be  justified,  Henley  must  have  his  goods 
again,  notwithstanding  any  argument  drawn  from  their  politic 
constitutions  or  local  maimer  of  judicial  decision.  Henley  does  not 
require  his  goods  because  he  had  a former  sentence,  nor  think  it  just 
that  he  should  lose  them  because  the  second  sentence  says  there  was 
an  error  in  the  former  judgment,  but  because  be,  being  a merchant, 
had  by  lawful  trade  purchased  those  sugars,  which  were  upon  the 
seas,  far  out  of  any  territory  of  the  States,  violently  taken  from  him 
by  a man-of-war  of  Holland  and  brought  in  thither.  Neither  docs 
Henley  desire  n sentence  for  his  goods,  but  restitution  of  bis  own, 
and  execution  of  justice  against  the  offenders.

2.  Archbishop  Laud  to  Bishop  Wright,  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry. 

Had 
acquainted  the  King  that  the  delay  was  but  a slip  of  forgetfulness. 
His  Majesty  answered  that  the  bishop  had  slipped  in  the  same  way 
before,  and  that  he  did  not  like  that  his  commands  should  be  so 
slightly  regarded  as  to  be  so  easily  forgotten.  The  archbishop  had 
also  delivered  to  the  Bishop  of  Bristol  certain  evidences  concerning 
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a survey  of  Abbot's  Cromwell  [Cromhall],  which  Bishop  Wright  had 
taken  away  with  him  to  Lichfield,  and  had  sent  up  to  the  archbishop 
to  be  handed  over  to  the  new  Bishop  of  Bristol.  But  they  did  not 
include  a counterpart  of  a lease  of  that  place  which  the  archbishop 
wishes  may  be  looked  for.  The  Bishop  of  Bristol  also  complains  of 
leases  granted  of  the  farm  and  manor  of  Horfield,  which  had  the  effect 
of  alienating  the  farm  from  the  see  of  Bristol  for  “three  lives  upon 
three  lives,’’  which  the  archbishop  is  sure  is  no  good  church-work, 
and  is  contrary  to  the  King’s  instructions.  The  Bishop  of  Bristol 
also  complains  that  Bishop  Wright  had  let  a lease  of  the  gate-house, 
being  part  of  his  mansion-house,  to  Dr.  Jones  for  three  lives,  which 
if  it  proved  good  would  alienate  part  of  the  bishop’s  bouse.  Thirdly, 
that  the  vicarage  of  Fifehead,  co.  Dorset,  had  been  annexed  to  the 
manor  and  let  to  one  Newman,  whereby  the  bishop  is  deprived  of 
the  right  of  presentation,  and  the  pension  paid  by  the  vicar  to  the 
bishop  is  now  paid  to  the  tenant  of  the  manor,  “ which  is  almost  as 
bod  cnurch-work  as  the  former.”  The  archbishop  hopes  these  tilings 
will  not  prove  true.  If  they  should,  the  King  must  be  made 
acquainted  with  them,  and  course  taken  to  right  that  see,  which 
Bishop  Wright  should  prevent.  There  is  also  a complaint  of  the 
new  Dean  of  Lichfield  concerning  certain  statutes  made  by  the 
bishop  at  his  last  visitation.  The  right  of  the  bishop  to  make  these 
statutes  is  disputed,  and  no  statutes  can  be  binding  unless  they  are 
under  the  broad  seal.  It  is  the  King’s  pleasure  that  the  bishop 
forbear  to  put  those  statutes  upon  the  church,  till  the  whole  body 
of  the  statutes  be  revised  by  commissioners  appointed  by  the  King.

John  Stuart,  of  Coldingham,  by  petition  to  the  King, 
desired  to  have  a place  of  Surveyor-General  for  61  years,  to  search 
and  measure  all  deals  and  timber  imported,  pretending  great  abuses 
concerning  the  goodness,  “ skantling,”  and  measure,  and  to  have  for 
his  fee  a halfpenny  the  whole  board.  His  Majesty,  on  the  22nd  No- 
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vember  1637,  referred  the  petition  to  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor 
General,  who,  having  heard  the  Eastland  Company,  and  the  com- 
panies of  carpenters,,  shipwrights,  joiners,  and  others,  certified  that 
the  said  coin  panics  denied  that  there  were  any  such  abuses,  and 
therefore  recommended  that  commissioners  should  be  appointed  to 
examine  into  the  matter.  A commission  was  accordingly  granted,  re- 
turnable the  4th  of  Juno  1638,  and  directed  to  Walter  Fitzwilliams, 
Edward  Trotman  the  elder,  Francis  Dynne,  Edward  Bosdon,  Ed- 
ward Ayscough,  Jasper  Manwood,  Richard  Willis,  and  Francis 
Smith.  Petitioners  having  made  it  appear  to  the  referees  that  there 
is  no  cause  of  reformation,  for  the  buyer  has  free  liberty  to  buy, 
take,  or  leave  any  sort  of  timber,  they  now  set  forth  the  inconve- 
nience of  tlio  proposed  office,  and  pray  that  some  of  the  Commissioners 
for  Building,  and  some  of  the  Officers  of  the  Navy  and  of  his  Majesty's 
Works,  may  be  joined  with  the  said  commissioners,  whereby  a true 
examination  may  be  had.  [1  p] 

80.  Petition  of  David  Edwards,  the  father,  William  Edwards  and 
Thomas  Edwards,  his  sons,  all  of  Rorington,  Salop,  husbandmen,  to 
the  Council.

The  same  being 
detained  from  the  Lords,  petitioners  petitioned  that  it  might  be  sent 
for;  being  still  detained,  they  pray  that  a course  may  be  taken  to 
bring  in  the  same,  to  be  proceeded  upon  according  to  equity.  [}  p.]

Information  that  the 
sheriff  of  Berkshire  having  long  since  sent  out  his  warrants  for 
rating  the  ship-money,  that  for  the  hundred  of  Beynhurst  was 
delivered  to  the  high  constable,  William  Foster,  of  Shottesbrook, 
tenant  to  Henry  Powle.  Foster  appointed  a day  for  the  parishioners 
of  White  Waltham  and  Shottesbrook  to  make  rates.  Sir  Edmund 
Sawyer  and  divers  of  WThite  Waltham  met.  After  waiting  an  haur 
and  a half,  the  high  constable  came,  but  no  one  of  his  parish  ; and 
Mr.  Powle  will  not  yield  to  pay  more  than  a fourth  part  of  the  sum 
the  said  parishes  come  to.  The  parishioners  of  White  Waltham 
offered  to  make  a rate  for  ns  much  as  they  paid  when  Mr.  Dolman 
and  Sir  Bichard  Harrison  were  sheriffs,  but  the  high  constable 
refused,  and  the  rates  are  not  yet  settled.  [£  p.] 

83.  Petition  of  Sir  John  Lawrence,  Nicholas  Harman,  and  Sir  John 
Abeale  to  the  same.  Petitioners  being  appointed  by  the  high  con- 
stable, lately  made  a “ ratement " for  ship-money  in  Chelsea,  according 
to  the  value  of  every  man’s  estate  there,  following  a ratement  made 
last  year  by  three  justices  of  peace,  and  settled  by  the  then  sheriff. 
The  present  sheriffs,  who  are  strangers  to  the  place,  at  the  instigation 
of  some  factious  spirits,  have  struck  out  the  names  of  several  persons 
of  quality  who  hold  lands  there  to  the  value  of  2601.  per  annum,  and 
abated  others  who  were  duly  assessed  at  3d.  in  the  pound,  as  all  the 
rest  were,  except  petitioners  and  some  few  others,  who  raised  them- 
selves to  a higher  proportion  to  spare  the  minister  and  some  of  weak 
estate.  The  sheriffs  have  east  these  abatements  wholly  upon  peti- 
tioners and  the  Countess  of  Devon  and  Sir  John  Fearae.  Pray  that 
the  rate  first  made  may  be  confirmed,  or  that  the  same  may  be 
equally  raised  pro  raid,  [f  p.] 

84.  Petition  of  Bichard  Bobins,  of  co.  Northampton,  to  the  same. 
Petitioner  was,  by  the  servants  of  the  late  sheriff,  unequally  assessed 
to  ship-money ; and  being  unwilling  to  pay,  and  the  sheriff’s  servants 
coming  to  distrain  a horse  out  of  petitioner's  team  as  they  were 
bringing  homo  corn  in  the  harvest,  petitioner’s  servants  did  not 
deliver  the  horse  to  them.

Petitioner’s 
two  daughters  were  formerly  committed  by  your  order  to  John 
Downes  and  Maurice  Moseley's  tuition,  who  since  have  petitioned 
and  got  a further  allowance  of  301.  per  annum  for  their  maintenance. 
By  reason  of  great  losses,  petitioner  is  no  way  able  to  give  that 
allowance,  neither  did  he  ever  promise  the  same.

8<1.  for  ship-money 
for  last  year,  contemptuously  refused  to  pay,  and  desired  to  give  bond 
for  answering  it,  whereupon  there  was  a warrant  for  fetching  him  up. 
The  21.  Go.  8 d.  is  part  for  small  tithes  for  a mill,  and  part  for  some 
profits  of  limestone  and  ironstone  from  a waste  land  called  the  Clees. 
For  that  which  is  asseased  on  the  mill,  petitioner  is  ready  to  satisfy 
it;  but  for  that  which  is  chargeable  on  the  limestone,  the  said  waste 
land  not  being  within  the  corporation  nor  any  other  township,  as 
by  ancient  verdict  appears,  petitioner,  finding  the  end  of  the  bailiff 
to  be  an  encroachment  upon  his  right,  apprehended,  if  he  should  pay, 
it  might  l>e  evidence  against  him,  wherefore  he  denied  (not  con- 
temptuous!} ) to  pay  the  same  when  demanded,  which  was  not  till 
the  27th  January  last,  although  he  was  complained  of  before.  Prays 
reference  to  the  sheriff  of . the  county  to  order  the  assessment 
according  to  the  truth  of  the  cause.

They  are  now  informed 
that  there  have  not  died  in  that  town  above  25  persons  of  the  plague 
in  the  last  quarter  of  a year.

At  my  lost  attendance  at  the  Council  table,  time  was  given  me  to  make 
return  of  his  Majesty’s  moneys  till  the  beginning  of  this  term.  For 
the  3,8001.  charged  on  the  county  I have  [mid  to  the  Treasurer  [of 
the  Navy]  6001.,  and  have  in  hand  only  about  601.  The  country’s 
backwardness  will  appear  in  the  examination  of  my  proceedings; 
first,  by  my  warrants  in  October  for  making  the  rates ; secondly, 
upon  their  neglect  to  assess,  by  my  warrants  to  the  petty  constables 
to  make  the  same  or  be  committed  to  prison,  whereupon  the  rates 
were  made,  yet  wanting  the  assistance  of  the  chief  parishioners, 
it  begat  a great  deal  of  cavil  upon  particulars.  For  satisfaction  I 
was  enforced  to  give  meetings  to  determine  those  exceptions  and 
appoint  under-collectors.  My  last  warrants,  to  call  in  accounts, 
arc  not  yet  returned,  but  I expect  them  by  a peremptory  day  next 
week.  Finding  the  collectors  cold  in  taking  distresses  I have  em- 
ployed my  own  special  bailiffs  therein,  who  find  the  meaner  sort 
readiest  to  pay,  but  others  backward  until  they  be  distrained.  One 
testimony  is  as  follows : On  Monday  last  my  bailiff  requiring  31. 
assessed  upon  Henry  Coghill,  of  Aldenham,  a man  of  great  pos- 
sessions in  that  place,  and  in  purse  ready  for  a purchase  of  20,0001, 
he  refused  to  pay,  and  gave  charge  to  his  servants  not  to  suffer  any 
distress,  saying  he  would  answer  it  at  the  Council  table.  My  bailiff 
thereupon  seizing  a home  of  his,  a rescue  was  made  by  one  Arthur, 
his  bailiff,  and  another  of  his  servants.  This  Coghill  is  a leading  man 
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on  that  side  the  country,  and  the  neighbours’  eyes  are  fixed  upon  the 
issue  of  this  bold  attempt.  I had  direction  to  receive  55/.  in  arrear 
last  year  from  Hertford.  Joseph  Dalton,  the  then  mayor,  says  there 
was  48/.  received,  but  that  ho  had  lent  out  the  money  and  cannot  as 
yet  get  it  in.  The  man,  as  reported,  is  going  for  New  England,  and 
for  aught  I perceive  his  conscience  may  serve  him  to  take  the 
money  with  him.  For  St.  Albans  divers  gentlemen  inhabiting 
within  the  precincts  have  been  overrated  by  the  mayor  and  magis- 
trates in  ease  of  themselves.

They 
never  searched  nor  destroyed  any  drug  but  as  by  Act  of  Parliament 
is  prescribed.  IV.  Unknown  names  are  sometimes  given  to  known 
things,  lest  the  patient  might  suffer  sometimes  in  his  fame,  and 
sometimes  for  other  causes.  This  grievance  is  added,  not  that  they

Petition  of  Sir  Henry  Ferrers  to  the  King.  William  Ferrers  the 
elder,  upon  the  marriage  of  William  Ferrers  his  son  with  Jane 
daughter  of  Sir  Peter  Vanlore,  by  indenture  dated  8th  February 
1620-1,  covenanted  within  two  years  to  purchase  lands  of  the  value 
of  300/.,  per  annum,  and  assure  the  same  to  William  and  Jane,  and 
the  heirs  of  the  body  of  William  the  son,  and  for  want  of  such 
heirs  to  the  right  heirs  of  William  the  son  ; and  further,  that  he 
would  leave  to  William  the  son,  bis  heirs  and  assigns,  other  lands 
and  goods  which  at  the  death  of  William  the  elder  should  be  of 
the  yearly  value  of  15,0001.  William  the  son  and  Jane  are  dead 
without  issue,  Sir  Peter  Vanlore  is  dead,  and  William  Ferrers  the 
elder  is  also  dead,  leaving  petitioner  and  Thomas  Ferrers,  a half- 
brother  of  William  the  elder,  his  executors.  William  the  elder 
died  without  assuring  any  lands  according  to  his  covenants,  the 
benefit  of  which  in  right  belongs  to  petitioner,  being  next 
heir  of  William  the  son.  Petitioner  living  far  remote  from 
the  place  where  William  the  elder  died,  and  not  knowing  of  his 
death,  Thomas  Ferrers  proved  his  will,  got  his  estate  into  his 
hnnds,  and  by  improper  means  concealed  the  amount  from  petitioner, 
and  received  rents  to  which  petitioner  was  entitled.  Further, 
petitioner  having  occasion  for  moneys,  Thomas  advanced  the  same 
out  of  the  testator's  estate,  but  pretending  that  he  did  so  out  of 
his  own  moneys  he  took  bonds  from  petitioner  for  the  amount. 
After  various  other  proceedings,  which  are  here  set  forth,  and  which

That  he,  together  with  his  wife  and  her 
midwife,  and  other  women,  went  to  the  church  of  Wolver- 
hampton, that  his  wife  might  be  churched,  but  being 
demanded  by  the  priest  why  she  did  not  wear  a veil,  she 
answered  she  would  not,  and  being  told  by  the  priest  that 
he  was  commanded  by  the  ordinary  not  to  church  any  but 
such  as  came  thither  reverently  and  lowly  in  their  veils, 
she  in  the  church,  after  prayers  ended,  scornfully  pulled  off 
her  hat  and  put  a table  napkin  on  her  head,  and  put  on 
her  hat,  again,  and  so  departed  from  the,  church.  That 
ever  since  that  time  Pinson  had  threatened  the  said  priest, 
being  Hugh  Davies,  that  one  of  the  curates  of  Wolver- 
hampton, to  be  revenged  of  him,  and  in  consequence  had 
stirred  up  and  carried  on  against  him  various  legal 
proceedings  in  the  name  of  John  Hopkins,  upon  a pre-

Concerning  rights  pretended  to  be  detained,  by  which  we 
believe  to  be  meant  our  houses,  we  are  informed  that  no  payment  is 
of  common  right  demandable  by  law,  nor  was  ever  made  in  our 
parish,  and  that  our  case  is  not  like  that  of  London,  the  parsons 
there  having  little  or  no  glebe  or  tithes.  As  for  any  loss  of  titheB 
of  land  by  new  buildings,  which  are  few,  ground  built  upon  exceeds 
ten  for  one  to  the  parson,  by  oblations  and  obventions.  We  pray 
that  our  parson  may  be  left  to  the  determination  of  law,  the  rather 
that  our  parish  is  over-burthened  with  poor.  [85  signatures.  2 pp.] 

111.  The  Churchwardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  Saviour’s,  Southwark, 
to  the  King.  Set  forth  the  state  of  the  churchwardens  in  relation 
to  the  two  ministers  who  serve  the  cure,  and  the  parishioners  who 
pay  dues  and  tithes.

4<i.,  to  build  a grammar  school,  to  maintain  a 
schoolmaster  and  usher,  to  pay  60/.  per  annum  to  two  ministers,  and 
to  repair  the  chancel.  Subsequently  to  the  granting  of  this  lease, 
the  parish  bought  the  freehold  of  the  rectory  for  1,500/.,  and  the 
same  was  conveyed  by  letters  patent  to  John  Bingham,  George 
Payne,  John  Treherne,  aud  Philip  Henslowe,  as  trustees.  The 
patentees  were  bound  by  covenant  to  pay  20/.  to  the  schoolmaster, 
10/.  to  the  usher,  and  over  and  above  30/.  apiece  to  the  two  minis- 
ters. They  now  allow  Mr.  Archer,  one  minister,  50 L a year  in  money 
and  dues  ; and  Mr.  Morton,  the  other  minister,  30/.  in  money  ; the 
whole  rectory  not  being  worth  more  than  200/.  per  annum,  and  the 
parish  owing  580/.,  borrowed  to  pay  the  1,500/.  for  the  letters  patent. 
The  churchwardens  and  vestrymen  conceive  themselves  bound  by 
the  trust ; and  the  parishioners  having  been  assembled,  beseech  your 
Majesty  to  spare  them  from  the  required  submission,  and  permit 
them  to  enjoy  what  they  have  purchased  at  so  dear  a rate.  [ = 2 py,.]

Philip  Oldfield,  clerk,  rector  of  Lasham, 
Hants,  by  petition  to  his  Majesty,  which  was  referred  to  the  Lords, 
showed  that  he  had  been  rector  of  Lasham  for  25  years,  but  by 
reason  of  a pretended  lease  for  99  ycara  (20?.  per  annum  only  being 
reserved  for  the  cure)  he  could  never  enjoy  the  full  right  of  the 
church,  and  when  by  law  petitioner  attempted  to  vend  the  lease,  Sir 
Edmond  Plowden,  the  now  patron  and  assignee  of  the  said  lease,  so 
multiplied  suits  upon  petitioner,  threatened  his  ruin,  unjustly  detained 
his  body,  beat  his  wife  great  with  child,  and  insulted  over  his  weak 
and  declining  estate,  that  neither  friend,  kinsman,  nor  servant  dared 
be  assistant  to  petitioner,  who  was  forced  to  compound,  and  enter 
bond  in  200?.  not  to  trouble  Sir  Edmond.  He  therefore  besought 
his  Majesty  to  refer  the  hearing  of  this  business.  Upon  hearing  all 
the  parties  We  Order  Mr.  Oldfield  to  bring  an  action  of  trespass 
against  Sir  Edmond  for  entering  into  some  part  of  the  parsonage  of 
Lasham,  and  that  Sir  Edmond  shall  plead  not  guilty,  and  go  to 
trial  at  the  next  assizes  at  Winchester,  and  shall  admit  the  trespass, 
and  give  in  evidence  the  lease  of  the  said  parsonage  of  4th  of  Queen

The  said 
George  Lassells  and  petitioner,  since  the  Inst  order,  have  referred 
themselves  for  settling  the  matters  aforesaid  to  Sir  Robert  Coke  and 
Harbottle  Grimstone,  who  have  made  this  end,  viz.,  that  100?. 
should  be  j>aid  in  hand  to  petitioners,  and  that  Sir  Robert  Coke 
should  become  bound  to  John  Coppinger,  uncle  of  the  said  Elizabeth 
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for  payment  of  500 1„  with  interest  at  SI.  per  cent,  upon  the  30th

82.  Order  of  Council.  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Paul’s, 

London,  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  their  under-tenants  in  Cad- 
dington,  complain  that  lieing  by  order  of  the  board  peaceably  to 
enjoy  the  part  of  Caddington  Wood  by  them  enclosed,  yet  that 
Richard  Turner  and  Jeremy  Garsley  (who  were  formerly  committed 
to  the  Fleet,  and  on  the  14th  April,  upon  their  submission,  and  bond

It  was  Ordered  that  the  justices  of  peace  next  adjoining  be  required 
to  send  for  Richard  Clothier  and  Thomas  Bongo,  servants  to  Turner 
and  Garsley,  as  also  for  William  and  Richard  Bowse,  and  cause 
them  to  be  all  sent  to  the  House  of  Correction,  there  to  receive 
corporal  punishment  for  such  their  insolences..

83.  Like  order.  Recite  reference  of  the  petition  of  young 
Sir  John  Tyrrell  to  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  King’s  Bench 
and  Mr.  Justice  Croke,  and  their  certificate,  calendared  under  date 
of  the  18th  April  last,  N o.

Two 
years  and  a half  ago  the  brewers  at  Westminster  being  in  trouble 
about  sea  coal  smoke,  which  annoys  his  Majesty’s  houses  at  Whitehall 
and  St  James’s,  I offered  them  (with  his  Majesty’s  liking)  a fuel 
which  yields  no  smoke  at  all.  Having  seen  a trial,  they  were  very 
glad  of  it,  and  began  to  deal  with  me  about  it.

21.  Notes  of  Archbishop  Laud  taken  upon  the  hearing  of  a cause  in 
the  Star  Chamber  against  Sir  Richard  Wiseman,  for  taxing  that  court 
with  injustice  in  reference  to  a former  suit  of  his  dismissed,  and  the 
Lord  Keeper  with  corruption.  The  present  cause  was  heard  partly 
on  the  1 st  inst.,  and  partly  to-day,  when  it  was  sentenced.  These 
notes  refer  to  the  proceedings  on  both  days.  The  slander  was  con- 
tained in  two  petitions  of  Sir  Richard  Wiseman  to  the  King,  in  one 
of  which  he  taxed  the  Lord  Keeper  with  having  received  from  him  a 
bason  and  ewer  and  a sum  of  2201.  in  money.  The  presentation  of 
the  bason  and  ewer  were  not  disputed.  It  was  a new  year’s  gift. 
On  its  presentation  inquiry  was  made  if  any  suit  were  depending. 
The  bearer  answered,  there  were  no  suits,  but  Sir  Richard  had 
received  many  courtesies  before.  The  Lord  Keeper  called  for  the 
book  of  causes,  and  looked  upon  it,  and  found  none,  yet  he  said,  if 
it  should  be  found  otherwise  the  plate  should  be  returned.  A sub- 
sequent offer  of  silver  plate  was  refused  to  be  received,  both  by  the 
Lord  Keeper  and  by  his  Lady.  Tho  2201.  was  stated  to  have  been 
given  by  Sir  Richard  Wiseman  to  the  Lord  Keeper  alone,  who 
thereupon,  as  it  was  alleged,  told  Sir  Richard  that  his  cause  was  good, 
although  it  was  afterwards  “cast  out  of  the  court,"  This  was 
denied  and  disbelieved.  Sir  Richard  was  sentenced  to  be  fined 
10,0001.,  to  be  imprisoned,  to  pay  5,0001.  damages  to  the  Lord 
Keeper,  1,0002.  to  Mr.  Justice  Jones,  and  1,0001.  to  John  Thomson, 
servant  of  the  Lord  Keeper ; if  a knight,  he  was  to  be  degraded  ; if 
a baronet,  there  was  to  be  a scire  facias  against  his  patent ; he  was 
to  stand  in  the  pillory  with  papers,  and  [lose]  both  his  ears ; he  was 
disabled  from  giving  testimony,  and  a “ whetstone  about  his  neck."

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27.  Sir  John  Manwood  to  Theophilus  Earl  of  Suffolk,  Lord  Warden 
of  the  Cinque  Ports.  This  morning  is  arrived  from  Dieppe  the 
Count  of  Egmont,  under  the  title  of  a French  Baron.  He  is  desirous 
to  speak  with  the  Spanish  ambassador  (who  went  hence  on  Monday 
last,  and  in  probability  is  returned  by  a contrary  wind  this  night,) 
by  a second  person,  and  has  sent  unto  the  Downs  to  see  if  he 
be  there.  This  Count,  being  both  by  birth  and  fortune  of  one  of  the 
euiinentest  families  of  the  Netherlands,  retired  into  Franco  out  of 
Flanders  about  six  years  since,  when  the  Duke  of  Arscot  was 
arrested  in  Spain,  but  could  never  be  induced  to  take  arms  against 
his  Prince,  so  that  in  appearance  he  would  treat  of  his  reconciliation.

I beseech  you  open  it  to  the  King, 
that  when  his  Majesty  sees  him  he  would  not  seem  to  know  him, 
for  his  intention  is  not  to  discover  himself  till  he  comes  to  the  King. 
He  is  about  37  years  old,  and  has  one  of  his  sons  with  him.  Ho 
goes  to  Canterbury  to-night,  and  to-morrow  towards  London.  Tho 
packet-boat  is  not  come  from  Dunkirk,  so  that  I can  write  no 
variety  of  news.  Since  routing  the  two  French  regiments  by  the 
Prince  Tomaso,  and  the  Duke  dc  la  Force’s  joining  with  Chatillon’s 
army  before  St.  Omer,  both  consisting  of  10,000  horse  and  35,000 
foot,  the  lines  of  circumvallation  are  not  yet  perfected,  but  many 
strong  forts  built  by  the  French  upon  their  lines,  and  cannon  upon 
them  This  is  French  news.  The  Governor  of  Calais  wrote  that  by 
the  20th  of  this  month,  N.S.,  they  shall  know  where  the  Prince  of 
Orange’s  designs  are  for.  My  occasions  draw  me  to  London  to- 
morrow. [ Endorsed  by  Sec  \V  indebank,  “ Sent  to  me  by  the  Earl 
of  Suffolk.

Wilborton,  I have  received  letters  this  day  by  this  messenger  from  the  Council, 
requiring  my  present  and  personal  attendance  at  the  Board.  You 
know  the  inability  of  my  body.  I pray  you  make  my  excuse.  I 
cannot  conceive  of  any  other  occasion  but  some  suggestion  from  my 
uousin  Isaac  Barrow  about  the  tumults  in  Wickham,  where  he 
dwells,  which  he  suffered  unpunished,  and  now  would  make  show  as 
if  he  stood  in  fear  of  his  life,  and  that  none  would  obey  his  warrants. 
It  is  believed  in  these  parts  that  he  can  rule  them  all  with  a word 
of  his  mouth.  So  his  son-in-law,  Mr.  Grimmer,  curate  of  Wickham, 
could  do  in  his  absence,  as  Mr.  Heiley,  one  of  the  King’s  messengers, 
after  himself  and  two  other  messengers  were  by  threats  and  force 
driven  out  of  the  town,  told  me.  The  question  of  speech  about  me 
may  thus  arise.  One  Barker,  a labouring  man,  dwelling  near  me  in 
Haddenham,  came,  and  told  me  of  a great  riot  made  at  Wickham  by 
hurling  iu  my  Lord  of  Bedford's  works,  and  with  all  told  me  of 
treasonable  speeches  used  by  one  Hovell  of  Bott  Soharn  [Bottisham] 
against  his  Majesty,  which  Hovell  dwells  about  two  or  three  miles 
from  Mr.  Barrow.  I told  Barker  that  I dwelt  in  the  Isle  of  Ely,  and 
bud  not  authority  in  the  shire  where  these  words  were  spoken,  and

On  the 
4th  inst.  we  had  notice  that  there  were  40  or  50  men  gathered  in  a 
fen  called  Whelpmore,  near  Littleport,  but  common  to  Ely  and 
Downham  with  Littleport,  and  that  their  assembly  was  appointed 
to  throw  down  tho  ditches  which  the  drainers  had  made  for  enclos- 
ing their  fen  ground  from  the  common,  which  was  left  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  said  towns.  We  wero  also  certified  that  the  next  day 
there  should  meet  600  men  in  the  same  place  to  a foot-ball  play  or 
camp,  which  camp  should  be  called  Anderson’s  camp,  who  should 
bring  an  hundred  strong  with  him.  We  sent  out  warrants  for  some 
who  were  the  chief  movers  of  this  action,  and  committed  two  of 
them  to  gaol.  Whether  it  was  by  reason  that  the  chief  leaders  were 
in  ward,  or  of  the  great  rain  that  fell  on  that  day,  there  came  none 
that  day ; but  upon  the  next  day  there  assembled  out  of  Ely  and 
Lakenheath  about  200  men,  throwing  down  the  undertaker’s  ditches, 
but  not  hurting  any  man's  person  or  goods.  We  sent  out  and 
apprehended  four  more  of  the  chief  of  them,  whom  we  also  com- 
mitted to  gaol  at  Ely.  The  multitudes  are  dispersed,  and  we  hear 
not  of  any  more  mutinous  assemblies  ; but  in  Ely  speeches  are  cast 
out  that  the  gaol  shall  be  broken  open  and  the  prisoners  delivered, 
which  makes  us  keep  strong  watch  about  it  by  night.  And  this  we 
find,  that  our  warrants  that  we  send  in  his  Majesty’s  name  are 
resisted  by  some,  neglected  by  others,  and  some  that  are  charged  to 
aid  the  constables  make  light  of  it,  and  refuse  it,  and  that  the  people 
grow  desperately  careless,  and  nourish  bad  spirits  among  themselves, 
one  town  holding  privy  intelligence  with  another.  We  thought  it 
our  parts  to  let  you  understand  in  what  condition  we  are,  and  leave 
it  to  your  directions.

Edward  Anderson,  in 
opprobrious  words,  said  that  he  would  not  leave  his  com- 
mons until  he  saw  the  King's  own  signet  and  royal  assent, 
and  that  he  would  obey  God  and  the  King,  and  no  man 
else : “ for ,”  he  said,  “ we  are  all  but  subjects.”  A nd  he 
asked  if  one  might  not  be  inspired  (and  why  not  he  f)  to 
do  the  poor  good,  to  help  them  to  their  commons  again. 
After  he  was  committed  to  the  constables  to  be  carried  to 
gaol,  he  said  that  he  would  come  out  of  the  same  in  spite 
of  the  justices.  John  Bryce.  He  went  out  of  Ely  with 
30  or  40  men  into  Whelpmore,  and  met  there  200  or 
thereabouts  all  of  Ely,  which,  when  they  met  together, 
flung  in  part  of  the  ditch  They  met  13  or  14  of  Laken- 
heath men,  but  they  did  not  anything.  Names  various 
persons  who  were  there,  and  those  who  j>ersuaded  him  to 
go.  He  carried  a foot-ball.  What  became  of  it  he  cannot 
telL  John  Ives,  being  on  Burnt  fen  looking  for  cattle, 
on  the  first  day  of  the  riot,  states  shortly  what  he  saw  of 
the  throwi  ng  in  the  ditches.  Cannot  tell  the  names  of  any 
of  them.  W ILLIAM  Goates  said  that  Thomas  Cooke  stated 
that  there  were  100  throwing  in  the  ditch  at  Whelpmore, 
and  would  be  600  the  day  following.  Thomas  Cooke. 
He  leas  in  the  fen,  with  two  or  three  that  live  in  Little 
London  in  Ely,  whose  names  he  cannot  tell,  though  they 
live  near  to  him.  There  were  100  men  flinging  down  the 
ditch,  and  ivould  be  600  on  this  day,  whereof  he  was  one, 
and  further  he  vxndd  not  confess.  John  Crabb,  the  elder, 
deposed  to  communicat  ions  between  the  rioters  and  the 
people  of  Lakenheath  and  Mildenhall.  Robert  Ayre. 
Jonathan  Westwood  told  him,  that  if  the  justices  sent  so 
•many  to  the  gaol,  it  would  be  the  means  to  have  1,000 
people  to  rise.  Roman  Kisby  saw  John  Bryse  with  a 
camping  ball,  and  did  camp  the  same  some  two  furlongs 
into  a great  part  of  the  town,  and  so  camped  the  same 
back  again,  and  so  oarried  the  same  into  Whelpmore. 
The  same  Roman  Kisby,  vjith  Henry  Lavender,  one  other 
of  the  constables  of  Ely.  They  are  altogether  afraid  to 
apprehend  sundry  persons,  for  they  go  weaponal  with 
pitchforks  and  other  weapons.

We  hear 
that  the  Prince  of  Orange  has  received  a great  blow  near  Antwerp, 
where  he  has  lost  six  pieces  of  ordnance  and  1,500  men,  which  has 
almost  quailed  the  States’  hopes  of  taking  that  important  city. 
There  are  various  reports  of  the  business  in  Scotland,  which  is  kept 
here  very  secret ; but  I am  told  it  is  like  to  be  all  well  composed.

All  the  most  ablo 
ministers  aro  set  a-worfc,  preach  every  dny  in  many  places,  and  on  tho 
Lord's  day  three  sermons  in  euch  church  ordinarily,  and  so  in  all  the  halls 
and  other  great  bouses.  God  is  not  wanting  with  his  blessings,  for  the 
obstinate  ure  powerfully  brought  in  by  the  ministers  of  the  word.  This 
last  Lord’s  day  tho  commissioner  was  earnestly  solicited  by  the  bishops  to 
go  to  chapel,  and  hear  sermon  and  the  English  service,  which  has  Wen 
long  in  use  there  (the  two  former  ho  was  at  Kinneil,  where  he  heard 
Mr.  Alexander  Henderson  and  Mr.  Richard  Dickson).  It  was  heard  of  in  tho 
town,  but  if  the  Bishop  of  Dunblano,  who  is  dean  of  tho  chapel,  had  not 
gone  and  petitioned  the  commissioner  that  all  should  be  discharged,  and  fled 
himself  to  Seatoun,  it  is  like  we  should  not  been  longer  troubled  with  him 
and  some  others  who  stay  privately  about  the  abbey.

things  go  so  slowly  or  stupidly  ns  in  this  country.  I seem  to  he  in 
the  middle  of  Spain.  As  a proof  of  it  I will  tell  you  a little  of 
what  is  going  on  in  Scotland,  where  the  good  people,  under  the  mask 
of  religion,  are  setting  up  an  anarchy,  and  to  that  end  refuse  every- 
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thing  that  the  King  offers  them,  because  they  seem  to  be  able  to 
resist  all  that  he  can  do  against  them.  It  is  confidently  asserted  that 
they  have  more  than  40,000  effective  men  armed  cap  d pied.  They 
havo  four  commanders,  men  of  celebrity  bred  up  in  the  wars  of 
Germany.  They  have  made  all  the  people  take  an  oath  of  fidelity 
to  those  of  their  covenant,  as  they  term  their  rebellious  league. 
They  have  set  up  three  bodies  of  councillors,  and  one  of  war.  They 
have  taxed  the  whole  country  to  maintain  the  war,  and  the  King 
having  sent  a Hliip  laden  with  munitions  and  other  necessaries  for 
the  castle  of  Edinburgh,  they  have  seized  them,  and  distributed 
them  amongst  their  soldiers,  and  taken  possession  of  the  castle  and 
all  the  other  strongholds  of  the  kingdom.  They  make  pretence  to 
defend  their  liberty  and  religion  from  innovation,  to  hold  a free 
parliament,  to  reform  the  church  of  England,  to  have  the  King 
reside  with  them  six  months  every  year,  and  to  regain  their  ancient 
liberties,  of  which  the  King  has  of  late  deprived  them,  as  they 
pretend.  The  King  in  this  affair  has  gone  on  too  quietly,  and  in 
the  judgment  of  wise  men  has  too  much  despised  them,  and  shown 
such  feebleness  that  his  subjects  begin  to  raise  the  head,  and  make 
little  revolts  and  mutinies  even  in  England.  He  has  sent  the 
Marquess  of  Hamilton  to  try  to  gain  them  over;  which  most  people 
think  very  strange,  knowing  how  little  affection  he  has  for  the 
King’s  affairs,  and  the  authority  he  might  have  with  that  people, 
being  descended  from  their  blood  royal,  and  a man  fit  for  their 
designs.  At  first  they  would  not  allow  any  one  to  speak  to  him 
alone,  and  when  he  prayed  them  to  lay  down  their  arms  against  the 
King,  assuring  them  that  the  King  would  give  them  content,  they 
flatly  refused.  They  have  also  given  him  a guard,  as  it  were  ol 
honour,  but  it  is  thought  that  if  he  wished  to  return  this  guard 
would  let  him  know  that  he  could  not.  From  the  whole  proceeding 
the  King  sees  evidently  that  they  will  not  submit  to  reason  by 
treaty,  and  has  resolved  to  compel  them  by  force.  He  is  about  to 
raise  an  army  in  Ireland,  not  daring  to  trust  the  English,  who  are 
greatly  irritated  against  him  by  reason  of  the  ship-money.  This 
counsel,  of  raising  an  army  in  Ireland,  has  been  suggested  to  him  by 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  the  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland,  who 
govern  him  entirely,  for  he  has  never  yet  opened  his  mouth  upon 
the  subject  to  his  Council  of  State,  but  strives  to  keep  all  close,  which 
very  much  displeases  them.  They  hold  that  the  raising  an  army  in 
Ireland  iR  very  dangerous;  but  I know  not  what  better  he  could  do, 
for  in  England  everybody  is  discontented,  and  to  raise  an  army  here  is 
to  put  a sword  in  their  hands  to  defend  themselves,  for  the  party  ot 
the  puritans  is  so  numerous,  and  has  such  correspondence  with  the 
Scotch,  that  they  begin  already  to  break  down  the  altars  which  the 
Archbishop  had  raised,  bring  accusations  against  the  bishops,  and 
demand  the  re-establishment  of  many  silenced  ministers,  with  a 
thousand  other  insolences.

Besides  60  years’  purchase  paid  to  the 
city  of  London  almost  ten  years  since,  and  the  interest  thereof,  and 
almost  400£.  more  spent  in  his  defence,  petitioner  has  been  damnified 
by  missing  the  office  of  Chief  Remembrancer  in  the  Exchequer  in 
Ireland,  and  by  being  withdrawn  from  all  employment,  both  in 
Ireland  and  this  country,  ever  since  his  landing  here  two  years  ago, 
by  the  prosecution  of  the  town  of  Congleton.

July  1.  1.  Notes  by  Nicholas  of  matters  wherewith  to  acquaint  his  Ma- 

jesty from  the  Commissioners  for  the  Affairs  of  the  Household.  The 
commissioners  have  given  order  for  various  alterations  in  the 
household  below  stairs.  What  concerns  the  stables  is  left  to  be 
perfected  when  the  Master  of  the  Horse  returns.  The  commissioners 
have  also  settled  certain  orders  for  the  accounts  which  are  to  be  in- 
serted in  the  new  book  of  orders  for  the  future.  They  have  also 
settled  an  order  touching  purveyors,  and  another  concerning  the 
diet  of  the  gentlemen  ushers  daily  waiters,  allowing  them  five  dishes, 
but  they  insist  to  have  six,  which  the  commissioners  leave  to  his 
Majesty.  The  quarter  waiters’  diet  is  to  be  provided  when  the 
Lords  meet  at  Michaelmas  next.  The  King  to  be  moved  for  an  in- 
crease of  their  board  wages.

July  1.  2.  Affidavit  of  Charles  Forbench,  clerk,  M.A.  The  Eastland 

merchants  having  respited  their  answer  to  his  Majesty’s  letter  for 
admitting  Henry  White  of  their  company,  deponent  accompanied 
White,  being  his  brother-in-law,  to  their  assembly,  in  “ respective  ” 
manner,  entreating  their  answer.  Sir  Christopher  Clilherow,  master 
of  the  company,  with  some  vehcraency  alleged  that  if  his  Majesty’s 
letters  should  prevail  in  that  kind  they  knew  not  where  or  of 
whom  to  raise  moneys  for  defraying  the  expense  of  their  assemblies, 
adding  that  such  admittances  were  contrary  to  their  oath  and  orders. 
White  offered  to  pay  whatsoever  was  due  to  the  uttermost,  not 
daiming  any  privilege  in  that  kind  by  virtue  of  his  Majesty's 
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favour.  And  deponent  alleged  tbe  respect  which  the  universities 
showed  to  satisfy  his  Majesty’s  missives,  and  offered  to  their  con- 
sideration his  Majesty’s  expression  in  the  " perclose " of  his  letter, 
implying  a requital  or  good  turn.  Sir  Christopher  replied,  in  an 
unseemly  slighting  manner,  that  they  all  knew  well  enough  what 
the  King's  good  turns  were  when  they  came  to  seek  them,  or  words 
to  that  effect,  and  withal,  taking  advantage  that  some  word  in  the 
King’s  letter  was  not  effectual,  said  he  could  answer  the  King’s 
letter  well  enough.  Which  speeches,  so  unrespectively  and  slight- 
ingly uttered  in  public,  deponent  conceives  were  in  contempt  of  the 
honour  of  his  sovereign,  and  therefore  holds  himself  obliged  in 
loyalty  to  disclose  the  same,  being  ready  to  verify  his  statement  in 
verbo  aacerdotis,  or  upon  his  sacramental  oath.  [§  p.]

Also  that  of  late  there  are  come  commissions  into  the 
country  under  the  hand  of  the  two  Secretaries  of  State  to  all  post- 
masters, for  taking  up  such  numbers  of  horses  as  the  postmasters 
shall  think  fit,  and  the  postmasters  take  into  their  stables  10  or  12 
horses  at  one  time,  and  keep  them  two  nights,  and  then  take  in  so 
many  more,  and  if  they  have  employment  for  any  of  them  they  pay 
the  post  price,  otherwise  they  make  the  owners  pay  for  their  meat 
and  dressing  what  rate  they  please,  but  some  upon  composition  they 
release,  which  makes  the  burthen  the  heavier  upon  the  rest.  W e 
beseech  you  to  present  this  grievance  to  his  Majesty.

the  Groyne  on  board  the  Victory,  to  be  transported  to  England,  and 
thence  to  Flanders.  The  chests  in  question  were  shipped,  with  others, 
by  Bartholomew  Barillaro,  under  a licence  granted  by  the  King  of 
Spain  to  Francisco  Maria  Pichonotti.  After  they  were  on  board 
the  Victory,  Barillaro  assigned  them  to  de  Franqui,  and  Capt  Stewart 
signed  a new  bill  of  lading  in  the  name  of  de  Franqui.  On  arrival 
in  England,  Capt  Stewart  delivered  the  ten  chests  to  the  Conde 
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d’Oniate,  the  Spanish  ambassador,  upon  a certificate  by  Martin 
Lopez  de  Ivara,  said  to  be  a Spanish  Secretary  of  State,  that  they 
had  been  confiscated  by  the  government  of  Spain,  on  the  ground 
that  Barillaro  had  no  right  to  assign  them  to  de  Franqui.  On 
the  other  side  it  was  contended  that  there  had  not  been  any  confis- 
cation, and  that  de  Ivara  was  no  Secretary  of  State,  but  a notary 
public.

July  4.  16.  Petition  of  Mary  Coffland  to  Archbishop  Laud.  Daniel  Coff- 

land,  one  of  the  pages  of  the  Back  Stairs  to  the  Duke  of  York,  was 
lawfully  made  sure  to  petitioner  almost  seven  years  since,  with  the 
consent  of  her  father,  Richard  Lloyd,  then  of  Lambeth,  whereupon, 
almost  two  years  since,  he  gave  her  20*.  to  provide  a wedding  ring, 
and  about  April  29,  1G36,  he  sent  for  her  over  to  the  Sun  Tavern, 
Westminster,  where  he  had  provided  a man,  who  he  said  was  a 
Romish  priest,  (the  said  Daniel  being  a Roman  Catholic,)  to  marry 
them.  Petitioner  suspecting  that  he  was  no  priest,  because  he  went 
in  coloured  apparel,  Daniel,  with  many  oaths,  affirmed  that  ho  was  a 
priest,  and  that  he  might  lawfully  marry  them  at  that  time,  (it 
being  about  one  or  two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,)  and  in  that  place, 
without  danger  of  the  law.  Whereupon  Daniel  and  petitioner  were 
married  by  the  priest,  none  other  being  present  but  William  Brothers, 
a friend  to  Daniel.  The  marriage  being  solemnized,  petitioner 
returned  to  her  father’s  house,  where,  about  eight  or  nine  o’clock  at 
night,  her  husband  came,  and  asked  her  father’s  and  mother  s blessing, 
desiring  them  not  to  be  angry,  saying  that  he  had  kept  their 
daughter  long  in  hand,  but  now  he  had  made  her  amends,  for  he  had 
married  her  : but  he  earnestly  desired  that  his  marriage  might  not 
be  divulged,  lest  he  should  lose  his  place.  Thereupon  her  parents 
promised  secrecy,  and  permitted  them  to  accompany  each  other.  But 
since  the  death  of  j^titioner’s  father,  by  whom  her  husband  hoped 
to  have  gotten  a greater  estate  than  her  father  was  able  to  give,  her 
husband  has  not  only  used  her  unkindly  in  words,  but  has  also 
forsaken  her,  and  denies  her  means  for  her  livelihood,  unless  she 
will  deny  that  she  was  married  unto  him.  And  because  she  claims 
him  for  her  husband,  he  has  served  her  with  a process,  upon  an 
action  of  defamation,  to  appear  before  Dr.  Mason,  chancellor  of  Win- 
chester. By  all  which  unjust  dealing,  petitioner,  being  great  with 
child,  not  only  is  defamed,  but  also  for  want  of  means  cannot 
answer  the  law*.  Prays  the  Archbishop  to  cause  her  husband  to

23.  Sir  Henry  Marten  to  [the  Council],  Report  on  the  true  causo 
of  the  great  scarcity  of  oysters.  From  returns  of  jurors  at  courts 
held  to  inquire  into  this  matter,  it  is  found  that  in  Essex  the  scarcity 
arises  by  the  taking  the  broods  and  spats  of  oysters,  and  the  shells 
upon  which  the  spats  grow,  from  off  the  common  oyster  grounds; 
and  carrying  them  into  private  "lannes”  and  grounds,  where  the  spat 
and  brood  for  the  most  part  die ; also  by  the  extraordinary  great 
quantity  of  oysters,  and  many  times  brood  and  all,  taken  and  put 
up  in  barrels  and  sent  to  London ; and  that  the  corporations  of 
Colchester  and  Maldon  challenge  the  waters  of  Ponte  and  Colne, 
which  are  the  best  brooding  places,  to  belong  to  them,  and  at  pro- 
hibited times  license  men  to  dredge  ; and  that  the  price  is  much 
enhanced  by  the  transportation  of  oysters  beyond  seas,  and  to  Hull 
and  the  north  parts,  and  by  fishmongers  and  others  that  go  from 
London  into  Essex,  and  contract  for  all  the  oysters,  and  engross  them 
into  a few  hands.  In  Kent,  the  reason  of  the  scarcity  is  the  numbers 
of  oystermen  there  more  than  in  former  time,  and  the  most  part 
poor,  unruly,  and  incorrigible;  these  men,  violating  all  orders  in 
dredging,  have  taken  nway  the  stock  and  nursery  of  oysters.  To 
this  is  to  be  added  the  excessive  transportation,  under  pretenoe  of 
licences  granted  for  oysters  for  the  Queen  of  Bohemia  and  the  Prince 
of  Orange.  For  remedy  the  writer  suggests  an  order  of  the  board 
that  no  oysters  should  be  taken  from  the  grounds  in  Essex  until 
they  be  come  to  some  maturity,  and  in  no  week  more  than  1,000 
half  barrels ; that  no  fishmonger  buy  oysters  to  sell  again  until  they 
be  brought  to  the  common  quay  ; and  that  a fitting  proportion  be 
set  down  for  the  Queen  of  Bohemia  and  the  Prince  of  Orange. 
That  letters  be  written  to  the  vice-admirals  to  see  this  performed, 
and  to  the  mayors  of  Colchester  and  Maldon,  forbidding  them  to 
license  any  to  dredge  nt  prohibited  times.

Oxford.  Lnud.  At  my  coming  to  Oxford  on  Friday  last,  I found  at  the 
college  two  letters  sent  to  us  by  you.  This  day  I read  them  to  the 
Fellows,  and  gave  order  (as  the  letters  enjoined)  that  they  should 
be  fairly  written  into  our  register  book.  Other  things  required 
shall  be  most  punctually  observed.  But  concerning  the  time  of  our 
audit,  you  have  been  misinformed.  Our  last  bursar’s  quarter  ends 
on  Friday  night  next  before  August,  after  which  he  has  four  weeks 
to  make  up  his  Recount.  After  this  we  are  to  make  up  our  general 
accounts.  This  will  require  time,  first  to  make  it  up,  then  to  pass 
it  by  the  approbation  of  the  company,  and  last  to  copy  and  send  it 
to  your  Grace.  It  shall  be  done  with  all  speed.  We  have  nominated 
three  of  our  senior  Fellows  to  wait  on  you  at  Lambeth  the  2nd  Oc- 
tober next.  These  we  hold  fittest  to  give  information  concerning 
the  discipline  and  thrift  of  the  college,  rather  than  three  young 
men  who  have  more  passion  than  experience ; and  yet  these  also 
may  come  up  if  they  please,  and  so  it  is  declared  to  them.

the  object  being  to  dissuade  the  King  from  entering  upon  a war 
with  his  Scottish  subjects.  It  professes  to  have  been  delivered  at  a 
sitting  of  the  King’s  Council,  and  was  popularly  attributed  to  the 
Duke  of  Lennox ; but  this  copy  is  endorsed  by  Sea  Windebank,  who 
could  not  but  know  whether  it  was  the  Duke’s  or  not,  thus : — 
“ D.  of  Lenox,  his  supposed  speech.”  The  pretended  shaker’s  argu- 
ment treats  first  of  the  uncertainty  of  war.  “ The  worst  of  wars  is 
commonly  in  the  close  . . . The  most  advantageous  war  that  ever 
was  waged,  all  reckonings  being  cast  up,  the  conqueror  lias  had  little 
whereof  to  glory.”  He  then  deals  with  the  unnatural  character  of 
a war  between  a sovereign  and  his  subjects,  and  passes  on  to  the 
asserted  necessity  of  the  proposed  war  as  upholding  the  King’s 
royalty.  He  cites  Louis  XI.  of  France  and  Henry  VII.  of  England 
as  having  counted  it  no  dishonour  to  yield  to  their  subjects  demands, 
though  sometimes  unjust  and  unreasonable.  " These  wise  Kings 
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considered,"  it  is  added,  “ that  the  end  of  war  is  uncertain,  the  event 
various,  and  that  he  who  commits  one  error  in  the  war,  especially 
when  the  seat  of  it  is  in  his  own  kingdom,  seldom  lives  to  commit  a 
second.  We  need  not  go  far  for  instances.  Richard  II.  and 
Edward  II.  will  be  fresh  precedents  for  any  that  desire  to  buy 
experience  thereof  upon  such  dear  terms  they  did.”  Ho  then  urges 
the  King  to  remove  the  occasion.  The  wisest  Kings  have  had  their 
oversights  in  government,  which  a wiser  day  has  taught  them  to 
recaL  Secondly.  If  this  like  not,  let  time  work  it  forth,  by  which 
means  they  will  learn  to  endure  the  proposal  with  leas  regret. 
Thirdly.  Cannot  your  Majesty  remove  the  obstacles  by  degrees, 
turning  the  humour  some  other  way  ? The  things  in  agitation  are 
not  such  ns  are  worth  hazarding  a kingdom  for  the  gaining  of  them. 
My  advice  to  your  Majesty  is  never  to  use  war  but  where  the  end  Sb 
either  certain  or  probable  peace,  and  when  there  is  no  way  left  but 
that  only.

You  tell  me  you 
found  two  letters  of  mine  at  the  College,  and  that  on  Wednesday 
last  you  read  them  to  the  fellows,  and  gave  order  that  they  should 
be  written  into  your  register  book.  But  my  letters  required  so 
much  of  the  sub- warden  before  your  coming,  and  I will  have  an 
account  of  him  at  Michaelmas,  why  it  was  not  done  accordingly. 
For  if  you  be  not  at  the  College,  the  sub-warden  shall  not  make 
bold  with  my  commands,  at  his  pleasure  to  do  them  or  leave  them 
undone,  till  your  return.  In  the  next  place,  you  say,  that  the  time 
of  your  audit  is  mistaken  in  my  letters.  If  it  be,  the  matter  is  not 
great,  so  that  at  your  audit,  whenever  it  is,  all  those  things  be  done 
which  my  letters  require,  and  of  which  I shall  call  for  an  account 
Thirdly,  you  write  you  have  nominated  three  of  your  senior  Fellows 
to  attend  me  at  Lambeth  the  2nd  October  next,  and  withal  that 
they  are  three  fitter  men  than  the  three  which  were  named  before. 
But  my  visitors  here  think  not  so,  nor  I either.  For  they  who 
made  no  complaint  themselves  cannot  be  held  fit  to  be  prosecutors 
of  other  men’s  complaints,  which  perhaps  they  thoroughly  understand 
not.  But  howsoever,  they  other  three  were  first  named,  and  at  a 
meeting  commanded  by  me,  and  therefore  they  three  sliall  stand, 
yet  with  this  indifferency,  that  they  who  are  now  named,  or  any 
other,  shall  have  liberty  to  come  if  they  please.  And  further, 
I commanded  the  registering  of  that  act  of  the  choice  of  those 
three,  as  well  as  of  the  registering  of  my  letters,  which  yet  (it  seems) 
your  sub-warden  either  refused  or  neglected  to  do.  But  I shall  call 
him  to  an  account  for  this,  as  well  as  for  other  things,  at  Michaelmas, 
and  in  the  meantime  I require  this  of  you,  that  you  see  that  act 
registered  of  the  choice  of  the  former  three.  For  the  choice  of  your 
officers,  perhaps  you  have  made  them  according  to  the  words  of 
your  statute,  and  us  custom  lias  been  in  that  house  for  these  40  years, 
which  is  but  your  own  time  and  Sir  Henry  Savile's,  if  all  that. 
But  I am  sure  it  is  against  the  true  meaning  of  your  statute,  and 
a very  ill  custom  for  the  college,  that  any  one  man  should  be  sub- 
warden so  many  years  together,  and  live  among  his  fellows  like 
another  head  of  a college  in  your  absence.  And  therefore  for  this 
I refer  myself  to  my  former  letters,  and  require  you,  that  there  be

We,  bis  Ma- 
jesty’s Commissioners  of  the  Great  Level,  have  now  spent  almost 
four  days  in  this  service,  and  have  by  letter  given  account  to  the 
Lord  Treasurer,  that  lie  may  represent  the  same  to  bis  Majesty.  In 
some  things  wo  desire  his  directions,  and  desire  you  to  be  a means 
for  a despatch  by  this  messenger.  If  my  Lord  Treasurer  be  not  at 
court  on  Sunday,  thon  we  request  you  to  open  the  letter  to  him, 
and  to  present  the  same  to  his  Majesty,  either  privately  or  in  Council, 
as  bis  Majesty  shall  direct.  When  Mr.  Surveyor-General  and  my- 
self, on  Tuesday  sennight,  waited  upon  his  Majesty  at  Greenwich, 
touching  this  business  of  the  Great  Level,  his  Majesty  took  notice 
of  complaints  that  men,  whole  townships  and  hundreds,  were  ex- 
cluded from  the  possession  of  their  lands  and  commons,  whose 
grounds  were  not  drained,  and  thereupon  gave  us  directions  to 
restore  such  possessions  until  the  lands  were  adjudged  drained, 
which  directions  we  have  observed,  yet  so  as  we  admit  none  to  this 
grace  but  such  as  make  due  proof  that  their  grounds  are  not  bettered 
by  the  Earl  of  Bedford’s  draining,  and  that  they  have  the  order  of 
the  court  for  it,  and  that  they  shall  not  pull  down  any  hedges,  but 
make  a gap,  and  enter  in  a peaceable  manner.  This  order  is  pur- 
suing [pursuant]  to  the  decree  made  touching  this  Great  Level, 
19th  James,  when  King  James  was  undertaker,  and  is  agreeable  to 
the  rule  of  justice,  and  has  given  a great  contentment  This  in- 
closed warrant  was  couched  by  my  Lord  of  Bedford’s  counsel ; where- 
upon, after  the  court  risen,  the  Commissioners  sent  for  the  messenger, 
because,  under  pretence  of  this  warrant,  he  might  apprehend  such 
whom  the  court  restored  to  the  possession,  and  so  impediment  his 
Majesty’s  service,  After  consultation,  we  resolved  not  to  acquaint 
his  Majesty  with  it  nor  my  Lord  Treasurer,  hut  to  send  it  back  to 
you,  and  request  you  to  call  in  some  other  like  warrants.  I meet 
here  with  rumours  that  this  undertaking  for  the  Great  Level  is  for 
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the  benefit  of  some  private  suitors.  His  Majesty  has  by  his  letters 
declared  that  it  is  for  himself,  and  I desire  you  to  move  him  that  it 
be  so  really,  otherwise  the  work  will  be  stifled  in  the  birth,  and 
receive  many  impediments.  I write  not  to  hinder  his  Majesty’s 
grace  towards  the  Earls  of  Exeter  and  Bedford,  and  their  participants, 
who  have  expended  great  sums  of  money  about  these  works,  for  his 
Majesty  has  declared  that  he  will  have  a princely  care  of  their 
interests.  I cannot  foresee  when  we  shall  end  this  session,  but  I 
shall  attend  this  service  until  I see  things  settled,  or  his  Majesty 
shall  otherwise  command.

I send  these  lines  to  acquaint  you  with  a 
new  misdemeanour,  or  rather  multiplied  misdemeanours,  in  Mr.  Miles 
[Burkitt],  vicar  of  Pattishall,  who  having  caused  the  communion  table 
to  be  often  brought  ddwn  from  the  east  end  of  the  chancel, administered 
the  communion  disorderly  out  of  the  cancelling.  The  poor  clerk, 
Henry  Sutton,  by  the  appointment  of  the  other  vicar,  Mr.  Powell, 
watched  that  it  should  not  be  carried  down  again,  and  to  that 
purpose,  after  ringing  a peal  to  Morning  Prayer,  sat  in  the  church 
porch,  from  whence  he  was  called  upon  occasion,  and  being  watched 
ns  well  ns  lie  watched  others,  no  sooner  had  he  turned  his  back  but 
two  horses  which  were  iu  the  churchyard  went,  or  rather  were 
driven,  into  the  church,  whereupon  Mr.  Miles,  whose  reverence  to 
that  holy  place  may  be  collected  by  his  comparing  it  to  a hogsty 
in  his  sermons,  is  so  much  incensed  at  this  accidental  profanation, 
that  he  turns  the  poor  old  clerk  out  of  his  office  without  his  fellow 
vicar’s  consent  Hereupon  the  business  was  complained  of  to 
Dr.  Clerke  and  myself.  We  enjoined  Sutton  penance  for  his  neglect, 
and  sent  a note  to  both  the  vicars  to  receive  him  as  formerly  upon 
performance  of  his  penance.  These  he  delivered,  but  Miles  rejected 
him,  and  in  his  stead  elected  John  Bennet,  a notorious  puritan. 
Thereupon  Miles  was  cited  to  answer  his  contempt,  inhibited  to  pre- 
judice Sutton,  or  to  admit  Bennet,  &c  The  inhibition  was  served 
upon  Miles  and  Bennet  They  contemptuously  disobey  it,  and  are 
cited  to  the  next  court,  where  perhaps  suspension  of  Bennet  and  ex- 
communication of  Miles  (being  judieiuliter  monitus)  may  be  their 
reward.  But  there  is  feared  an  appeal  tc  the  Audience,  where  Sir 
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Charles  [Cajsar]  may  drive  a good  trade,  if  that  place  may  be  (as  is 
boasted)  the  Asylum  of  the  Brethren.  I beseecli  you  therefore  to 
take  notice  of  these  practices,  that  conformity  as  well  as  inconformity 
may  find  patronage  under  his  Grace’s  jurisdiction,  and  that  these 
by  ways  may  be  prevented. — P.S.  How  Dr.  Clerke  has  been  used  for 
meddling  with  this  faction  I have  partly  acquainted  you,  and  leave 
the  rest  to  him  ; I conceive  it  worth  your  hearing.  [1  \ pp.]

And  William  Cooke, 
a constable  in  Manchester,  has  lately,  contrary  to  the  proclamation, 
refused  to  assist  him,  but,  upon  a warrant  from  Mr.  Ashton,  com- 
mitted deponent  to  prison,  being  a dungeon  for  vagrants,  where  he 
kept  deponent  a long  space,  merely  for  that  he  had  done  his  best 
endeavours  in  the  execution  of  his  office  in  his  Majesty's  service.

I have  sent  you 
the  ancient  decrees  of  our  college,  collected  out  of  divers  books  by 
the  sub-warden  of  the  last  year,  out  of  which  I trust  you  will  new 
mould  such  as  will  conduce  to  the  bettor  government  of  this  place 
for  the  future.  The  things  wherein  we  have  been  most  " defectuous  " 
are  these : — The  Master  Fellows  have  used  too  much  neglect  in 
coming  to  prayers,  to  meals  in  the  hall,  to  capitular  meetings, 
accounts,  and  the  like.  They  have  been  negligent  over  since  I came 
first  to  the  college  in  all  these  kinds.  But  the  greatest  corruption 
of  our  discipline  proceeds  from  two  or  three  of  our  masters  who  have 
lately  frequented  the  company  of  bachelors  and  scholars,  making 
them  their  bedfellows  in  their  chambers,  and  in  the  town  in  inns 
and  alehouses,  an  abuse  not  heard  of  until  of  late  years.  Since  I 
heard  of  it  I have  much  endeavoured  to  suppress  it,  but  they  still 
offend  secretly.  Within  these  few  days  a Master  and  a Bachelor, 
both  fellows  of  the  college,  were  by  the  proproctor  taken  together 
in  a drinking  school,  on  a Sunday  morning,  in  sermon  time,  and 
some  young  women  have  lately  been  begotten  with  child  where  two 
of  our  masters  frequently  resort  and  sometimes  lodge.  These  things 
are  very  scandalous  to  our  college,  and  I make  bold  to  mention  them 
that  you  may  by  injunctions  suppress  them  for  hereafter.  As  I 
was  writing  this  letter,  Mr.  Fisher  acquainted  me  that  he  had  newly 
found,  at  the  end  of  an  old  copy  of  our  statutes,  some  few  ordinances 
which  I purpose  to  send  you  next  week,  though,  having  perused 
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them,  I hold  them  not  to  lie  decrees,  neither  does  it  appear  by  whom 
or  at  what  time  they  were  made.  [1  jj.] 

19.  Sir  Anthony  Irby  to  Nicholas.  After  receiving  directions 

from  the  Lords,  dated  the  last  of  June,  but  which  came  not  to  my 
hands  until  the  15th  July,  I went  to  the  assizes,  where,  speaking 
with  the  chief  constables  and  other  collectors,  I found  that  very 
little  more  money  would  be  paid  except  I granted  out  my  warrant 
to  distrain,  which  immediately  after  my  coming  home  I did,  and  am 
now  in  the  midst  of  that  service.

Upon  occasion  of  the  infirmity  of 
one  or  two  of  Mrs.  Cromwell’s  family  Dr.  May  was  at  her  lodgiog, 
also  about  some  business  of  Mrs.  Cromwell.  Mr.  Swadlin,  vicar  of 
Aldgate,  came  in,  and  was  set  to  write  “ somethings  ” in  a closet  of 
the  same  room,  where  Edward  May  and  Mrs.  Cromwell  were,  with 
Mrs.  Grace  Southcott,  when  Capt.  Napier  came  in  to  visit  Mrs.  Crom- 
well, on  behalf  of  his  wife,  who  was  sick.  After  some  discourses, 
Dr.  May  asked  Capt.  Napier  (as  the  manner  is)  how  all  matters 
went,  and  said  he  would  be  glad  to  hear  that  all  was  well  in  Scot- 
land. “ Yea,”  said  Mr.  Napier,  M we  look  that  your  men  shortly 
shall  bring  our  men  into  England.”  “ What  mean  you  by  that  ? ” 
said  Dr.  May,  and  thereupon  the  paper  proceeds  as  follows : — 

“Marry,"  answered  Mr.  Napier,  "46,000  English  are  to  bring  our  men 
in,  who  are  already  above  300,000  able  men  in  arms,  or  well  armed.” 
“ I hope  no  such  thing,”  quoth  Dr.  May.  “ Yes,”  said  be,  “ there  is  a 
plot;”  and  after  some  speeches,  he  said  there  was  a plot  which  he  knew'. 
“ I know  the  plot,”  saith  he  ; "1  know  part  of  it.”  Then  Mrs.  Cromwell 
asked  him  if  he  did  not  know  a Scottish  knight  lodging  in  the  White  Friars, 
at  ono  Mr.  Dillingham's,  a tailor’s,  who  lieth  exceeding  closely  there,  and 
hath  left  his  wife  and  children  now  in  Scotland,  to  come  hither  about  these 
businesses,  “ I believe,”  saith  she  ; “ and  no  creature  comoth  at  him  except 
one  servant,  and  his  cook,  and  he  hath  very  rich  apparel ;”  with  such  like 
other  words,  to  which  Mr.  Napier  answered  that  there  were  many  good 
heads  writing  and  busy  about  these  tilings,  «fco.,  and  that  himself  was  not 
here  for  nothing.  Also,  he  added,  thut  our  king  might  have  helped  these 
things  in  timo,  but  now  he  cannot  help  himself,  and  that  there  is  more  in 
the  matter  than  he  knoweth.  “ Alas ! he  is  made  a liaby  ! ” and  then  he  said 
these  words,  " Quos  Jv jnter  per dere  vtiU  kos  dementat.**  To  which,  while 
we  stood  wondering  at  his  free  and  bold  discourse,  he  subjoined  many 
matters  of  his  own  accord  concerning  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  and  how  he  is 
every  day  almost  with  him  at  the  Tower,  and  how  that  bishop  hath  more  in 
him  than  all  the  rest  of  the  bishops  of  England,  and  that  if  he  had  been 
made  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  none  of  these  matters  had  fallen  out. 
Also  he  freely  told  that  he  hail  a.  plot  to  cut  short  the  clergy’s  revenues, 
which  he  summed  up,  and  what  they  were  in  value  by  the  year,  and  what 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  shall  have  left  him  yearly,  and  how  much 
every  other  bishop  and  every  minister,  and  how  bishops  should  follow  their 
church  callings,  and  not  State  matters,  and  that  all  the  apostles  of  Christ 
had  not  one  100Z.  amongst  them.  “ There  is  the  Lord  Treasurer,”  said  he, 
“who  is  Bishop  of  Loudon,  but  no  man  can  serve  God  and  Mammon 
with  many  other  speeches  to  like  purpose.  “But,”  said  Dr.  May,  **  these 
are  Privy  Councillors,  and  you  must  leave  them  means  to  serve  the  King 
and  State,  and  to  keep  foreign  correspondence,  as  is  fit  for  the  good  of  the 
kingdom.  “ What  means  ? ” said  he,  “ What  do  they  that  way  bestow  P”  «fcc. 
Some  way  the  Lord  of  Canterbury  was  touched  obscurely.  “ Nay ; out 
with  it,  man  ! ” said  Mrs.  Cromwell.  " I have  all  this  whife  expected  him 
to  come  forth,  for  he  is  the  man  that  you  do  not  love.”  Many  other  speeches 
there  were  against  the  revenues  of  the  clergy  and  bis  Majesty’s  proceedings, 
who  (as  he  pleased  to  say)  eels  up  cobbler’s  sons,  and  the  sons  of  poor 
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mechanics,  to  he  bishops  and  privy  council  lorn.  '*  If  the  King,”  saith  he, 
44  would  choose  noblemen’s  y ounger  sons,  they  would  bo  sensible  of  honour ; 
but  these  things  shall  be  reformed,  oiul  the  Englishmen  and  onrB  will  join 
to  have  a parliament  here  ns  well  ns  in  Scotland,  and  there  shall  not  be  left 
in  both  realms  one  man  that  is  a papist,  although  they  go  to  church.  Wo 
know  every  papist  nnd  his  revenues,  and  where  ho  dwelleth,  and  going  to 
church  shall  not  serve  their  turns ; they  shall  all  he  sent  to  New  England, 
and  they  shall  have  one  year’s  rents  to  maintain  them  there.”

**  This  was  written  in  the  presence  of  Mrs. .Cromwell  and  Mrs.  Southcott 
and  read  twice  over  unto  them,  while  things  were  recent;  and  they  said 
they  were  true,  and  moderately'  set  down,  as  they  desired  for  memory  sake.

Mr.  Cromwell  saith  he  said  * No  ; the 
Scottish  men.*  ” The  second  instance  alludes  to  a statement  that  the 
lords  of  Scotland  produced  to  the  Marquess  of  Hamilton  an  old  Jaw 
which  gave  to  some  lords  power  to  call  a parliament,  in  case  the 
King  were  a child,  or  out  of  the  kingdom,  or  not  well  advised,  or  if 
lie  went  to  infringe  their  liberties  or  laws.  “ Dr.  May  and  Mr.  Crom- 
well ” are  vouched  as  the  authorities  for  this.  [H 

28.  Statement  by  Thomas  Swadlin,  above  mentioned,  of  the  words 
uttered  by  Capt.  Napier.

I find 
there  has  been  a miscarriage  in  a business,  winch,  because  it  refers 
to  your  present  negotiation,  and  reflects  upon  myself,  I crave  to  give 
you  an  account  of  it,  and  beg  your  pardon  if  I have  done  amiss, 
seeing  my  intentions  were  far  from  giving  occasion  of  offence 
either  personal  or  national.  Having  too  much  cause  to  suspect 
that  some  dangerous  persons  were  resorting  towards  Scotland,  I 
thought  it  might  conduce  to  Ids  Majesty’s  service  to  intercept  or 
interrupt  that  dangerous  intelligence  which  is  too  notoriously  held 
between  the  ill-affected  of  both  nations.  To  this  purpose  I gave 
the  postmaster  commission  to  observe  such  ns  should  pass  towards 
those  parts,  and  to  make  stay  of  them,  if  lie  found  them  suspicious, 
or  without  warrant  from  you,  the  Lord  Treasurer  of  Scotland,  the 
Earl  of  Stirling,  or  some  of  the  chief  of  the  Council  of  either  nation.
